The Superfcription was, For Squire

XHisirrt^«^ was delivcrcd,andaway went 
^ ^rai^elieru They had not rode far, be- 
fore they fell into the Company of a Gen« 
tlcman, a Degree a^ve the common Level, 
^d who iccmed to be a Man of Candor and 
Iptegrity, which encouraged them to re- 
P3unt what had happened- He (aid in An- 
ftwer, that they had a narrow Efcapc; and 
ll.was a' Vi/^onder that the whole Town did 
not £illlipon them at once, and worry them ; 
for the People thetc, hid little or no Devo- 
V* * • . tiony 
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tioriy befides what was engaged to the Squire^ 
as an EfFed of the Terrors they lay under' 
jfirom their Landlord ^ who rode them all 
down, as poor ai his Fox-hunters. ^ After 
this he took Occafion with great Modefly 
and Decency, to draw his Chara^er, which 
was to the following Purpofe. That the 
Squire had 2ho\xt fifteen hundred Pounds a 
Year, and lived in a long White-Barn^ where 
no Man living was one Farthing the better 
for him.

The Bduviour of this Squire being of 
fhc mod iavagcKind, I think my felf obli- 
ged out of the tender Regard, which I beat 
to all Strangers' and Travellers, to animad- 
vert upon him in as gentle a Manner as the 
Occafion vv^ill allovv. And therefore I (hall 
firft l^y dovra a few Poftulatums : T'hat every 
travelling Gentleman is prefumed to be under 
the Protection of the governing Mayor ^ So- 
vereigny Portreeff, or Squire of the Town^ 
er Village^ which he happens to make hisi 
Stage. T'hat the Laws of Humanity y Hop* 
pitality and Civility ^ oblige him ^ if there be 
no Accommodation in the Publick Hotifes^ 
ftfor aPerfonof DiJiinSlictny to invite him. 
to hisowtty orfupply the Deficiencies as wel^ 
as he can. T'hat if any Infult or Injury be 
offered either to fuch a Str anger ^ or his Ser* 
vantSy the Squire is obliged to jujlifyy vin- 
dicate^ and ejpoufe their Cauff^ This was 
the Method obferved among the 4yilized 

People. 
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Pedplc of the bid Jewtjh^ and Heathen 
WotM; where we find fome of the Patri^ 
archs thcmfelves condefcending to wafli the 
Feet t)f fuch Travellers as they entertained. 
And fo fiicred was the Regard for Strangers 
among the Heathens^ that they dignified their 
fopreme God with the Title oi "Jupiter 
Hofpitalis. Nothing was thought fo mon- 
ftrous as to offer any Violence to Sojourners 
among them, which was fo religioufly ob- 
fcrvcd, that it became the Glory of the moft 
diftinguiflied Heroes, to deftroy and extir- 
pate fuch as were remarkable for their Cru- 
elty to Strangers. This it was, which ad- 
ded (b much Glory to the Character of The-- 
feuSy for the Puniflimcnts he inflifted on 5/- 
fypbuSy ProcruJieSy &c. It was owing like- 
wife to a generous Indignation, that Hercu^ 
ks threw Diomede (the Colonel and Squire 
of that Age) to be devoured by thofe Horfes, 
which he fed with the Flefh of poor Tra- 
vellers, and I find upon Enquiry that they 
were Coach-Horfes too. I ftiall make no far- 
ther Remark upon this, nor Application, but 
{ay to the Squire, That it is very happy for 

him 
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him the prefcnt Age has not one Hercutef 
left, or a Week would not pafi, before he 
fliould feel the Weight of that Hero's Cluby 
or be thrown by Way of Repri(al under his 
own Horfes Feet. And I may farther add^ 
that in this whole Kingdom, from one find 
of it to the other, another Squire could not 
be found, who would behave himtelf in the 
fame Manner to the (ame Perfonj but Hun- 
dreds, who on the contrary, would have gi- 
ven all the Satisfe£tion, that Gentlemen of 
Juftice, Humanity, and common Benevo-^ 
lence ought to do, upon the like Accident, 
although they had never ieen him before. I 
confefi this l^aper contains nothing befides a 
dry Fad, and a few occafional Obfervations 
upon it. But in the former I told my 
Readers, that Fads would be the chief 
Part of the Entertainment ^ I meant to give 
them. If what I have faid, may have any 
Effed on the Perfbn concerned, (to whom 
Care (hall be taken to fend this Account) or 
if it helps to revive the old Spirit of Hofpi^ 
tality among us, or at leaft begets a Detefta- 
tion of the like inhuman VJage in others; 

one 
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one Part of my Defign is anfwered. How- 
ever, it cannot be unfcafonable to expofe 
Malice, Avarice, Brutality, and Hypocrify, 
wherever we find it.

THE Flayers having now almoft done 
with the Comedy, called the Beggars, 
Opera for this Seafon, it may be no unplea- 
fent Speculation, to refled a little upon this 
Dramatick Piece^ fo Angular in the Subject; 
and the Manner fo much an Original, and 
which hath frequently given fo very agree- 
able an Entertainment. 

Although an evil Tij/?^ be very apt 
to prevail, both here and in London^ yet 
there is a Point, which whoever can rightly 
touchy will never fail of pleafing a very 
^eat Majority; fo great, that the Diflikers, 
out of Dulne& w AfFefbition will be fUent^ 

and 
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and forced to fell in with thfe Herd: The 
Point I mean, is what we call Hummf'y 
which in its Perfeftion is allowed to be touch 
preferable to Wit^ if it be not rather the 
moft ufefol, and agreeable Species of it. 

I agree with Sk William I'emple^ that the 
Wqrd is peculiar to our Englijh tongue-, but 
I differ from him in the Opinion, that the 
Thing it felf is peculiar to ^c Englijh Na^ 
tion^ becaufe the contrary may be found in 
many Spanijh^ Italian and French Produdi- 
ons, and particularly, whoever hath ^I'ajie 
for I'rue Humour ^ will find a hundred In- 
ftances of it in thofc Volumes printed in 
France^ under the Name of Le ^theatre /- 
talien^ to fey nothing of Rabelais^ Cer^an^ 
tesy and many, others. 

Now I take the Comedy or Farce^ (dr 
whatever Name the Criticks will altow it) 
called the Beggars Opera^ to excel in this 
Airticle of Humour^ and upon that Merit 
to have met with fuch prodigious Succefe 
both here and. in England. 

As to Poetry y Eloquence and Mujick^ which 

are faid to have moft Power over the Minds 

3 of 
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of Men, it Is certain that Very fexv have k 
Tl'afieot ytii^ment of the Excellencies of th© 
two fbrfner r aiid if a Man fucceeds in either, 
it is upon the Authority of thofe/^^re; Juigei^ 
that lend their ^afie to the Bulk of Readers^ 
who have none of their own. I am tdd 
there are as few ^d Judges in Mufick^ and 
that among thofe who crowd the Opera* s^ 
Nine in Ten go thither merely out of Cm- 
ofity^ Fajhum^ or AffeSiatiom 

B u t a ^afie for Humour is in (bme Man- 
ner fixed to the very Nature of Man, and 
generally obvious to the Vulgar, except up- 
on Sut^eds too refined, and fuperior to their 
Underftanding. 

And as this ^ajie of Humour is purely 
Natural, fo is Humour it felf, neither is it a 
talent confined to Men of Wit^ or Learri-^ 
ing% fot we obferve it fometimcs among com*** 
mon Servants, and the Meancflt of the Peo- 
ple, while the very Owners are often igno- 
rant of the Gift they pofleft. 

I ic N o w very well, that this happy Talent 

is contemptibly treated by CritickSy under 

the^Name of low Humour^ or lomo Comedy y 

C W 
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W Iknowlikcwife, that the Spaniards and 
Italians, who are aflowed to have the moft 
Wit of any Nation in Europe^ do moft ex- 
cel in it, and do moft cfteem it. 

By what Difpofition of the Mind, what 
Influence of the Stars, or what Situation of 
the Climate this Endowment is beftowed up- 
on .Mankind, nuy be a Queftion fit for Phi-^ 
lofophen to difcufi. It is certainly the beft 
Ingredient towards that Kind of Satyr, which 
is moft ufeful, and gives the leaft Offence; 
which inftead of lafhing, laughs Men out of 
their Follies, and Vices, andistheCharafter 
which gives Horace the Preference to Ju^ 
wnaL 

And although fome Things arc too feri- 
ous, fblemn, or (acred to be turned intoRi-^ 
dicule, yet the Abufes of them arc certainly 
not, fince it is allowed that Corruption in 
Religion, Politicks, and Law, may be pro- 
per Topicks for this Kind of Satyr. 

There are two Ends that Men propofe 
in writing Satyr, one of them left Noble than 
the other, as regarding nothing further than 
perfonal Satisfaction, and Pleafiire of the 

Writer; 
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Writer, but without any View towards Per"-^ 
final Malic e-y the other is ^.Publick Spirit^ 
prompting Men of Genius and Virtue, t6 
mend the World as far as they arc able* 
And as both thefeEnds are innoceiK, fo the 
latter \s highly commendable. With Re- 
gard to the former, I demand whether I have 
not as good a Titte to laugh, as Men have to 
be ridiculous, and to expofe Vice^ as another 
hath to be vicious. If I ridicule the Follies 
and Corruptions of a Court y a Minijlry^ ot 
a Senate^ are they not amply paid by Penji'^ 
mSy titles, arid Power^ while I expeft and 
defire no other Reward, than that of laugh-* 
ing with a few Friends in a Corner? Yet^i 
if tliofe who take Offence, think me in the 
Wrotig, I am ready to change the Scend 
with them^ whenever they pleafe. 

But if my Defign be to make Mankind 
better, then I think it is my Duty; at leaft 
I am (mc it is the Intereft of thofe very 
CdUfts and MiniJlerSy whofe Follies or Vices 
I ridicule, to reward me for my good Inten- 
tions : For if it be reckoned a high Point of 
Wifiiaai to get the Laughers oxi our Side, ic 
C* is

X8a Courtiers and Statefmeriy whereof I am. 
by no Means ajudge. 

; It is true indeed, that Mr. Gay, the 
Author of this Piece, hath been fomewhat 
lingular in the Courfe of his Fortunes ; for it

It nwift be allowed, That the Beggars 
Opera is not the firft of Mr. Gay's Works, 
wherein he. hath been feulty, with Regard 
m Courtiers and State/men, For to omit 
his other Pieces, even in his Fables, publifk- 
cd within two Years paft, and dedicated to 
the JDi/i^ ^Cumberland, for which 
he was Promised a Reward, he hath 
been thought fomewhat too bold upon 0?ar- 
tiers. And although it is highly probable, 
he meant only the Courtiers of former Times, 
yet he afted unwarily, by not confidering 
that the Malignity of feme People might 
m^terpret what he (aid to the Di&dvantage 
of prefait Perfons and Affairs. 

B u T I have now done with Mr. Gay as 
a Politician, and (hall confider him hencefor- 
ward only as Author of the Beggars Opera^ 
wherein he hath by a Turn of Humour^ en- 
tirely New, placed Vices of all Kinds in the

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f^trongdl and mod: odious L\ghc; aod th^te* 

by done eminent Service, both to Rfligim 

^nd Morality. This appears from the unpa- 

rallell'd Succe(s he hath met with. All Ranh^ 

Parties and Denominations of Men either 

crowding to fee his Opera^ or reading it with 

Delight in their Clofets, even Minijkrs of 

State, whom he is thought to have moft of-r 

funded (next to thofe whom the Aftors mote 

immediately reprefent) appearing frequently 

at the "Theatre^ from a Conrciovifne{s of theip 

pwn Innocence, and to convince the World 

how unjuft a Parallel, Malice^ Envy and 

piJdffeStion to the Government have made. 

I A M aflured that feyeral worthy Clergy^ 
Men in this C//y, went privately to fee the 
Beggars Opera reprefenied ; and that the 
Jleering Coxcombs in the Pit^ amufed thenia- 
fclves with making Difcoverics, and fpread-* 
ing the Names of thofe Gentlenaen round the 
Audience. 

I SHALL not pretend to vindicate a Clergy^ 
many Tyho would appear openly in his Ha-^ 
bit at a Ttheatrey among fuch a vicious CrcWa^ 
^ would probably ftand round him, and at 

fuch 
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fiidilewd C&mediesy and prophanc Tragedies 
^ arte crftcn rcprcfentcd. Befidcs I know very 
well, that Pcrfons of their Funftion arc bound 
CO avoid the Appearance of Evil, or of giving 
Caufe df Offence. But when the Lor^ 
Chanceikrsy who are Keepers of the King's 
Confcicnce; when the Judges of the Land, 
whofe Title is Reverend; when Ladies^ who 
arc bound by the Rules of their Sex to the 
flxifteft Decency, appear in die theatre 
without Ccnfiirc, I cannot underftand, why 
a young Clergy-man who goes concealed 
6ut df Curiofity to fee an innocent and mo* 
ral Play, fliould be lb highly condemned; 
fior do I much approve the Rigour of a great 
P— — te, who (aid, he hoped none of his Cler^ 
gy were there. I am glad to hear there arc 
ho weightier Objedions againft that Reve- 
rend Body, planted in this City, and I wifli 
Inhere never may. But I fliould be very forty 
that any of them (hould be fo weak, as to 
imitateaCouRT-CH AP L A I n in England^ 
who preached againft the Beggars Opera^ 
which will probably do more Good than a 
thoufand Sermons of fo ftupid, fo injudicious^ 
' 'and fo proftitutc aEHvine, C 4 In 
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I N this happy Performance of Mr. G ay*s, 
aH the Charaders are jufl:, and none of them 
carried beyond Nature, or hardly beyond 
Praftice. It difcovers the whole Syftcm of 
that Common-Wealth, ot than Imperium in 
Jmperio of Iniquity, eftablilhed among us, 
by which neither our Lives, nor our Proper- 
ties are fecure, either in theHig^-ways, or in 
publick Aflcmblies, or even in our own Hou^ 
its. It (hews the miforable Lives and the 
eonflant Fate of thofe abandoned Wrctdies ; 
for how little they fell their Lives and Souls j 
betrayed by their Whores^ their Ctmarndesiy 
and the Receivers and Turchajers of thcfc 
Thefts and Robberies.

(iiitable to our Northern Climatey and the 
Genius of the People, whereby we are over- 
run with Italian^Effeminacy^ and Italian 
Nonfenfe. An old Gentleman fiiid to me, 
that many Years ago, when the PrafHce of 
an unnatural Vice grew (b ftequen^ in Lon^ 
don that many were profecuted for it, he 
was (lire it would be the Fore-runner oilta* 
kan Opera's and Singers ; and then weffiould 
want nothing but (bbbing or poyfofiing," to 
make us pcrfeft Italians.

<rf Men and Women. But how odly would 
i( ibund, if wq fliould take out the latter

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Epithet from each of chefe, and put in their 
ftcad the Word' Gaming^ and &y> ^ w^ 
and a gaming King; A learned and a ga-> 
ming Bijbopi An unbyajfed and gaming 
Chancellor I A virtuous and a gaming Lady^ 
&c. From which it is plain, that Gamif^ 
muA (bad and agree with the worf^ Chaa** 
rafters J for it founds very well to (ay, A 
profligate^ gaming Spendthrift \ A notorious^ 
gaming Sharper; Afioearing^ gaming Bully. 
And the (ame Epithet wiU agree as well with 
Pick'pocketSy RakeSy Highway-men^ and o- 
thers of that diftinguifhed Race of Mankind 
TniKiJLYyThatkkaLofsofHealthjfolr 
bws from the fedcntary Life, to which thofe 
who follow Gaming are confined ; whence,

I H Av E had an Accouftc of mariy more, 
but this is foil enough to anfwcr myDefign^ 
for I intend odly by this Difoovcry, that their

Way. 

In D E E it would not be atnife, if Hu{^ 
bands (hould make Ufe of their Authority, 
at leaft to regulate ofiteCircomflance, that is,

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to hring thck Wives to be content with two 
Hours Play, inftead of twdvc in die four and 
.twenty; becaufe fome Inconveniencies at- 
tend it, the Servants having all that Time 
tothemfelveR to intrigue, to junket, to filch 
and fteal, to pawn the inferior MovcaWes of 
the Pantry and Kitchen, and laftly, to cor- 
rupt the Children, by teaching them Cur- 
fing. Swearing, Lying and Lewdnefs, which 
in all Probability may bring both Ruin and 
Disgrace to their Family. 

It is very well known, that among the 
great and fafcionable People of former Ages, 
they very rarely had Reoourfe to Gaming. 
We read that ArtaxerxH^ Cato and Augu- 
JiuSy did (bmetimes divert themfelves this 
Way; but I cannot recoiled, that ever the 
Ladks entered into it at all, their Amufe- 
ments being rather the Needle and the Loam ; 
for which their Perfedions are celebrated by 
the oldeft and beft Poet of the World. . The 
Men of any Confequence, paffed their E- 
venings in learned and agreeable Conver^ti- 
on, (uch as tended to make them wifer and 
better ; for which I appeal to the Sympojiach 

of 
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of Plafo, the Fea^, of Xempbon^ and thofe 
AcGOuhts given by Macrobius: And to bring 
the Matter nearer our own Times, the Peo^ 
pie of the greateft Confequence in thefe -Br/- 
tijh Ifles, have chofen rather to pafi away 
their Evenings in polite Difcourfes with one 
another; and I (hould think that I failed in a 
due Veneration for their Memories, if I (hould 
pafi their Names over in Silence. The €ele^ 
brated Lord Falkland^ Earl Carnarvan, En-' 
dytnion Porter^ Mr. Waller y Sir John Suck-^ 
lin\ and among the converfible Ladies, the 
Counteflcs of Bedford^ Carlijlcy Devonjhirey 
and feveral others. This Way of Improve* 
ment \s elegantly defcribed by Horace.

The Author I have 
now mentioned ftyles them very juftly ou^^o* 
jci^^eig. I wifh the Ladies underftood Greek; 
We have no iS;7^/^WordcxpreflSve enough 
to explain it: The neareft Meaning I can 
think of is b^afe Gainers. And what can be 
bafer, than to fit down deliberately with a 
Friend, either at his Houfe, or my own, with 
an Intention to pick his Pocket, by a lucky 
Throw of a Dye, or a Caft of a Card. This 
has been frequently the Pradlice. Howevtr, 
I (hall dontcnt my felf with a Relation of one 
Fid, bccaufe it is fomewhat Angular in its

B R Y AN I A the Virago^ one Eveniiig in^ 
vited the Beautiful Mori/da to a Game of 
Cards at her Houfe, which the latter dccK- 
ned^ as having neither Skilly nor IncHnad(»],

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nor Money for Play ; yet by much Importuni-* 
ty was prevailed on to (up with her j (bon a£* 
ter Bryan I A calls for a Pack of Cards, 
and cold the poor innocent Lady (he wouldl 
inftnia her in a Game, which a Child of 
four Years old might learn in four Minutes; 
to this the complying good natured Mbfifdd 
willingly confented, upon her Friend's telling 
her (he might lofe very little by low Playing 
at this Game. Accordingly they fix'd upon 
three f^ence a Counter. They had not 
played above three Hours, when the pooif 
Culiy was told flie had loft about a Trifle of 
twenty (Guineas. Being not able to com* 
hiand twenty Shillings in the World, (he 
took her Leave in great Ccmfufion andGriei^ 
promifing to difcharge the Debt in a little 
Time. The unmercifol B r y a n i a dunned 
her the Day following, and fo continued for 
a Week. This put the poor indigent Lady 
Upon trying all Friends. In the mean TimCj 
thefollowing Letter was written to her,which 
I have tranfcribed with the (hidteft Juftice to 
thcWiitcr.

The fifth Lofs^ I mentioned, was that 
of Temper.

ly and nightly to be feen. If Blafpheming^

And to make out the laft and greateft Loft,

I HAVE, according to the beft of my Me- 
mory, heard of no le(s than feven or eight 
worthy Gentlemen of the Trade, within a 
very few Years, upon fome hafty Words and 
Blows, givOT at fome of diefe Gaming-Ta- 
bles, retire from their Company, and one of 
them bringing in the News of the other'Js 
Death in about fix Minutes. 

Upon the whole, I cannot but remark, 
That Gaming proceeds from three Qualities 
of the bafeft Kind, Avarice^ Lazinefs and 
Ignorance-, for it muft undoubtedly be a 
Third for Gain, which is a Motive to high 
Playing 5 and as for the Lazy and Ignorant 
Cif they play low) I am more willing to in- 
dulge them, becaufe they^have naturally bet- 
ter Talents kvjitting and tHfiing^ than whol- 
fbme bodily Exerclfe, or fpending the Even- 
ings in a Way of Converlation, agreeable to 
Rational Creatures.

39 
of the meancft Incelieduals, without any o- 
thcr QualificaticMi, pa(s through thcWorid 
in great Tranquillity, and with univerial good 
Treatment, neither giving nor taking Ofifencc. 
Courts are feldom unprovided of Perfons un- 
der this Charader, on whom, if they happen 
to be of great Quality, moft Emplo3mients, 
even the Greateft naturally fall, when Com* 
petitois will not agree; and infiich Promoti- 
ons, no Body rejoices or grieves. The Truth, 
of this I could prove by feveral Inftances, 
within my own Memory (for I fay nothing 
of prefent Times.) 

And indeed as Regularity and Forms ^t 
of great Ufe in carrying on the Bufineft of 
the World, fo it is very convenient, that Per- 
fons endued with this Kind of Difcretion, 
fliould have that Share which is proper to 
their Talents in the Condud of Affairs, but 
by no Means to meddle in Matters which re- 
quire Genius^ Learnings firong .

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Dcfirc of Money, and few Scruples about 
the Way of obtaining it, with fervile Flattery 
and SubmiflTion, with a Want of all publick 
Spirit or Principle, with a perpetual wrong 
Judgment when the Owners come into Pow- 

- cr and high Place, how to difpofe of Favour 
and Preferment; having noMeafore for Me- 
rit and Virtue in others, but thofe very Steps 
' by which thcmfelves afcended ; nor the leaft 
Intention of doing Good or Hurt tp the 
Publick, farther than cither one or t'other, is 
likely to be fubfervient to their own Security 
or Intereft. Thus being void of all Friend- 
fhip and ,Enmity, they never complain nor 
find Fault with the Times, and indeed never 
have Reafon to do Co. 

Men of eminent Parts and At)ilitics as 
well as Virtues do fometimes rife in the Courts, 
(bmetimes in the Law^ and fometimes, even 
in the Church. Such were the l-ord Bacon, 
the Earl oi Strafford, Arch-bifliop Laud in 

* the Reign of King Charles I. and others m 
our own Times, whom I (hall not name; 
but the(c> and many more," under different 

"Princes, and in different Kingdoms, were 

Difgractd 
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Vifgraced or Banijhedy or fuffered Deatb^ 
merely in Envy to their Virtues and (uperior 
Genius y which emboldened them in great 
Exigencies and Diftrefles of State (wanting 
a rcafonable Infufion of this Aldermanly DiC- 
cretion) to attempt the Service of their Prince 
and Country out of the common Forms. 

This evil Fortune, which generally at- 
tends extraordinary Men in the Management 
of great Affairs, hath been imputed to divers 
Caufes, that need not be here fct dpvm, 
when (b obvious an One toccurs ; if what a 
certain Writer obferves, be true, that when a 
great Genius appears in tbelVorld^the Dun^ 
ces if re all in Confederacy again/i him.

every Hand ready to turn him oflf^ when he 
is at the Top > And in this Point Fortune ge- 

• nerally a(^ direftly contrary to Nature; for 

• in Nature we find, that Bodies full of Life

and Spine nK)unt eafSy, aod are hard to fall^ 
whereas heavy Bodies are hard to life^ and 
come down with greater Velocity, in Propor- 
tion to their Weight; but we find Fortune 
^ery Day ading juft the Reverie of this. 

This Talent of Difcretion, as I have de- 
fcribed it in its feveral Adjun6b and Circum- 
fiances, is no where fo ferviceable as to the 
^^^&^ to whofe Preferment nothing is fo 
fetal as the Charaftcr of Wit, Politenels in 
Reading, or Manners, or that Kind of Be- 
haviour which we contrad by having too 
inudi converfed with Perfons of high Stati- 
ons and Eminency; thefe Qualifications be- 
ing reckoned by the Vulgar oiall Ranks^ to 
be Marks of Levity ^ which is the iaft Crinae 
the WcMrld will pardon in a Clergy-Man: To 
this I may add a free Manner of Speaking in 
jcnixt Company, and too frequent an Appear- 
ance in Places of much Refort, which are e- 
qually noxious to (piritual Promotions* 

I HAVE known indeed a few Exceptions to 
ibme Parts of thefe Regulations. I have fecn 
fomc of the duUeft Men alive aimingatWir, 
4ad othc^ withes little Preeenfions afie&ing 

Politcneft 
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Policenefe in Manners and Difcourfe ; butno- 
ver being able co perftiadc the World of their 
Guilt, they .grew into confiderable Statbn^ 
upon the firm Afliirance which all Peopte 
had of their Difcretkn^ bocaufe they were a 
Size too low to deceive the World to their 
own Di&dvantage. But this I confers is a 
Tryal too dangerous often to engage in. 

There is a known Story of a CJer^ 
Mariy who was recommended for a Prefer- 
ment by (bme great Men at Court, to-^. B. 
C. H. His Grace ^v^^ he had heard that the 
Clergy-Man ufed to play at Whisk and Swob- 
bers; that as to playing now and then a fo- 
;ber Game at Whisk for Paftime, it might be 
pardoned, but he could not digeft thofe wick- 
ed Swobbers, and it was with fbme Pains 
that my Lord S — rs could undeceive him. 
I ask, by what Talents we may fuppofe that 
gi^at Pr — afcended fo high, or what Sort 
of Qualifications he would expeft in thofe 
whom he took into his Patronage, or weoald 
probably recommend to Court for the Go- 
vemmrait of Dtftant Churches? 

Two ClergyrMm'm my IVIemuoiy flood 
i Candidates 
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Candidates for a finall Free-School in — Sbire^ 
where a Gentleman of Quality and Intereft 
in the Country, who happened to have a 
better Underftanding than his Neighbours, 
procured the Place for him who was the 
better Scholar, and more gentlemanly Perfon 
of the two, very much to the Regret of all 
the Parifli; the other being difeppointcd 
came up to Londoriy where he became the 
grcateft Pattern of this lower Difcretion 
that I have known, and poflcflcd with as 
hfea:vy Intelledhials; which together with the 
Coldnefi of his Temper, and Gravity of his 
Deportment, carried him fafe through ma- 
ny Difficulties; and he lived and dyed in a 
great Station, while his Competitor is too 
obfcurc for Fame to tell us what became of 
him. 

This Species of Difcretion^ which I fo 
much celebrate, and do moft heartily recomif 
mend, hath one Advantage not yet mention- 
ed, that it will carry a Nkn (afc through all 
the Malice and Variety of Parties, fo far, 
that whatever Faftion happens to be upper- 
raoft, his Claim is ufually allowed for a Share 

of 
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of what is going. And the Thing feems to 
me highly reafbnable : For in all great Chan- 
ges, the prevailing Side is ufually fo tcmpe- 
fhious, that it wants the BallaO: of tho(e» 
whom the World calls Moderate Men^ and 
I call Men of Difcretion^ whom People in 
Power may with little Ceremony load as 
heavy as they pleafe, drive them through the 
harded and deeped Roads without Danger 
of fbundring, or breaking their Backs, and 
will be fure to find them neither rufty nor 
vicious. 

In fomc following Paper, I will give the 
Reader a fliort Hiftoiy of two Clergy-Men 
in Englandy the Charafters of each, and the 
Progrcfs of their Fortunes in the World. By 
which the Force of worldly Difcretion, and 
the bad Cpnfequences from the Want of 
that Virtue will ftrongly appear.

Opatria! O divum damns! 

WHen I travel through any Part of 
this unhappy Kingdom, and I have 
nowi^y feveral £xcur(ions made from DuA^ 
litij gone through mc^ Counties of it, it 
rai(b two Paffions in my Bread of a diffe- 
rent Kind; an Indignation againft thofe vib 
Betrayers and Infulters of k, who insinuate 
tbetnfelvcs into Favour, by iaying, it is a 
rkh Nation; and ^fincere Pq^n foe the 
Natives, who are funk to the lowcft Degree 
d[ Mifery and Poverty, whde Houfes are 
Dunghifci whofc Vi£hials are the Blood of 
their Cattle, or the Herbs in the Field; and 
whofc Cloathing, to the Difhonour of God 
and Mail, is Nakednefi. Yet notwithftand- 
ing all the difmal Appearances, it is the 
commocvPhrafe of an upftart Race of Peo-^ 
pie, who have fuddenly fprung up like thtf 
Dragon's Teeth among us , Ttac Ireland 
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ns)ai newr kntyWn to be fo rich as it is now% 
by Which, as I ipprdw^^ xhcy can only 
mean Thcmfclves, for they have skrpt over 
the Channel from the Vantage Gronnd of a 
Dunghil upon no other Merit, cither vifi- 
ble or divineable, than that of not having 
been bom among us. 

Th I s is the modern Way of planting Co- 
lonies — Etubi Solitudinem faciunty idlm^ 
perium vocant. When thofe who are fo un- 
fortunate to be bom here, are excluded from 
the meaneft Preferments, anddeem'd incapa- 
ble of being entertained even as common Sol- 
diers, whofe poor Stipend is but four Pence a 
Day: No Trade, no Emoluments, no En- 
couragement for Learning among the Natives, 
who yet by a perverfe Confequencc are divi** 
ded into Faftions, with as much Violence 
and Rancour, as if they had the Wealth of 
the Indies to contend for. It puts me in 
Mind of a Fatble which I read in a Monkijh 
Author. He quotes for it one of the Greek 
Myfbolo^fis^ That twee upon a Time a Co- 
lony of large Dogs (calted the Mohffi) tranT- 
fliBuxted theffifelvcs from E^irus to Mtolia^ 

where 
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where jchcy (cizcd chdc Parts of the Coun- 
tries, moft fertile in Flefli of all Kinds, obli-^^ 
ging the i;iiativeD(^ to retire from dieir beft 
Kennds, to live. under Ditches and. Buflies; 
but to preferve good Neighbourhood md 
Peace; and finding Jike wife, th^t the Mto- 
lian Dogs might be of fomc Ufeanthe low 
Offices of Life, they paffed a Decree, that 
the Natives (hould ,b? entituled to the ShorU 
RxSs^ Tips of Trails, Knuckie-Bones, and Guts 
of all^phe Game, which they were obliged 
by their Mafters to run down. This Condi- 
tion was accepted, and what was a little fin- 
gul^r, while the Molo/Jtan Dogs kept a good 
Under ftanding among themfelves,' living in 
Peace and Luxury, thefe MtolianCurs were 
perpetually fnarling, grouling, barking and 
tearing out each others Throats: Nay, fome- 
times thofe of the beft Quality among them, 
werp fcen to quarrel with as much Rancour 
for a rotten Gut, as if it had been a fiit 
Haunch of Venifbn. But what need we 
wonder at this in DogSy when the ^e is 
every Day pradifed among Men ? 
Last Ycaj: I trayellcd from Dublin to 

Dundalky 
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Dundalky through a Ctfuritry cftccmcd the 
moft fruitful Part of this Kingdom, and (o 
Nature intended it. But nb Ornaments or 
Improvements of fuch a Scene were vidble. 
No Habitations fit for Gentlemen, no Far- 
mers Houfes, few Fields of Corn, and al- 
moft a bare Face of Nature, without new 
Plantations of any Kind, only a few mifera- 
ble Cbttages, at three or four Miles Diftance, 
and one Church iti the Centre between this 
City and lyrogbeda. When I arrived at this 
laft TowUj the firft mortifying Sight was the 
Ruins of {cvcral Churches, battered down 
by that Ufurper^ CromweU^ whofe Fanatick 
Zeal mack more Defolation in a few Days, 
than the Piety of fuccecding Prelates or the 
Wealth of the Town have, in more than 
fixty Yearsi attempted to repair. 

Perhaps the Inhabitants, thro' a high 
Strain of Virtue, have, in Imitation of the 
Athenians^ made a folemn Refolution, never 
to rebuild thofe (acred Edifices, but rather 
leave them in Ruins, as Monuments, to per- 
petuate the deteftable Memory of that hel- 
lifli Inftrument of Rebellion, Deiolation and 
E Murthcr. 
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Murthcr. For the Athenians^ whm Mi^- 
donius had ravaged a great P|ut of Gref^ie^ 
took a formal Oath at the Ifihmm^ *o k/^ 
their Livet rather than^ their. Liberty ^ to 
fiand by their Leaders rt the lajiy to ^are 
the Cities offtich Barbarians as they cmqi^- 
ed. And what crowned all, the Conclufion 
of their Oath was, ff^e will never repair a- 
ny ^ the T'empleSy which they have burned 
md dejlroyedy that they may uppear to Po^ 
ferity asfo many Monuments f^thefe wicked 
Barbarians. This was a glorious Refoluti- 
on; and I am ferry to think, that the Pover- 
ty rfmy Country^Men will not let the World 
(iippofe, they have aftcd upon fuch a gcqie- 
rous Principle; yet upon this Occafion I can- 
not but obferve, that there is a Fatality in 
fome Nations, to be fond of thofe who have 
treated them with the lead Humanity. Thus 
I have often heard the Memory of CromweH^ 
who has depopulated, and almoft whoHy 
deftroyed this miferable Country, celebrated 
like that of a Saint , and at the &me time 
the Sufferings of the Royal Martjrr turned 
into Ridicule, and his Murder juft^ed leven 
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from thd Pulpit, and all this done with an 
Intent to gain Favour, under a Monarcfy; 
whidi is a ne^ Strain of Politicks that I 
fliall not pretend to account for. 

E X A M I NiE all the Eaftern Towns of Ire* 
landy and you will trace this honrid Inftnu 
ment of De(h:u£lkm, in dcfecing of Church^ 
es, and particularly in deftroying whatever 
was ornamental, either within or withouc 
them. We fee in the feveral Towns a very few 
Houfes fcattetcd among the Ruins of th^* 
&nds, which he laid level with their Streets ; 
great Numbers of Caftles, the Country Seats 
of Gentlemen then in Being, ftill {landing 
in Ruin, Habitations for BatSy Daws and 
Owlsy without the leaft Repairs or SucccfEon 
of other Buildings. Nor have the Country 
Churches, as far as my Eyes could reach, met 
with any better Treatment from him, nine 
in ten of them lying among their Graves, 
and God only knows when they are to have 
aRefurre^on. WhenlpaflcdfromDz^^^/tf/jfc 
where this curfcd TJfutfer^ handy Work is 
y*t vifiUe, I caft mine Eyes around from the 
Top of a Mountain, from v^honce I had a 
E X wide 
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widean^ a wafte'Profpcftof feveral venera-' 
bJe Ruins. It ftruck me with a MelanchoUy, 
not unlike that exprcffed by Cicero in one of" 
his Letters which being much upon the like 
Profpea, and dmcluding with a very neccC- 
iary Refleftion on dxcf Uncertainty of Things' 
in this World, I fliaH here infert aTranfla- 
tioii of what he (ays. In my "Returnfrom 
Afia, as I failed from Agtna, towards Me- 
gara, I began to take a TrofpeSi oftbefeve^ 
fat Coiintries rourid about me. Behind me 
was Agiria; before me Megara; on the right 
HandthePitxus } and on the left was Corinth ; 
which Towns were formerly in a mojl fou^ 
ripping Condition j now they lyeprojlrate and 
in Ruin. 

Thus I began to think with myfelf: Shall 
we who have but a trifling Exiflence^ exprefs . 
any Refentment^ when one of us either dies 
a natural Death, or is fain, whofe Lives are 
neceffarily of a Jhort Duration, when at one 
View I behold the Carcajfes offo many great 
Cities? What if he had feen the Natives of 
thofe free Republicks, reduced to all the 
mifetablc Confequehces of a conquered Peo- 
ple, 
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pie, living without the coipmon Defences a- 
gainft Hui^fr an^Coldy rather appearing 
like Spedi res than M^n^^V to think^ 

that feeing Ws^Fellqw-Creapures. in Ruin like 
this, it womd have put him pad all Patience 
for phiJofophipk Reflexion. , 

As for my ownPart^ 1 confefs, that the 
Sights and Occurrences which I had in this 
my laft Journey, fo .far tlranfported me to a 
Mixture of Rageatiid Compaflionj that I am 
not able tp decide, which had the greater 
Influence upon my Spirits ; for this new Cant, 
of a rich and fiourifloing Nation^ was ftiU 
uppermoft in my Thoughts; every Mile I 
travelled, giving me.fuch ample Demonflxar 
tions to the contrary. For this Reafon, I 
have been at the Pains to render a moft exaft 
and faithful Account of all the vifible Signs 
of Riches, which I met with in fixty Miles 
riding through the moft publick Roads, and 
the beft Part of the Kingdom. Firft, As to 
Trade, I met nine Cars loadcn with old, 
jnufty, (hriveled Hides; one Car-Load of 
Butter ; four Jockeys driving eight Horfes, 
all out of Cafe ; one Cow and Calf driven 
E 3 by 
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by a Man and his Wife; fix tattered Fami- 
lies flitting to be {hipped off to the Wefi^In^ 
Jies; a Colony of a hundred and fifty Beg- 
gars, all repairing to people our MetropoKs, 
and by encreafing the Number of Hands, to 
encreafe its Wealth, upon the dd Maxim, 
that People are the Riches of a Nation , and 
therefore ten thoufand Mouths, with hard- 
ly ten Pair of Hands, or any Work to cm- 
ploy them, will infallibly make us a rich and 
fiourifhing People. Secondly, Travellers e- 
tiough, but (even in ten wanting Shirts and 
Cravats; nine in ten going bare Foot, and 
carrying their Brogues and Stockings in their 
Hands; one Woman in twenty having a 
Pillion, the reft riding bare Backed: Above 
two hundred Horie-Men, with four Pair of 
Boots amongft them all : Seventeen Saddles 
of Leather (the reft being made of Straw) 
and moft of their Garrons only (hod bc- 
fore. I went into one of the principal 
Farmer's Houfes out of Curiofity, and his 
whole Furniture confifted of two Blocks for 
Stools, a Bench on each Side the Fire-Placc 
made of Turf, fix Trenchers, one Bowl, a 

Por, 
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Pot, fix Horn-Spoons, three Noggiiw, three 
Blankets, qnc of which ferved the Man and 
lAjsdd Servant; the other the Mafter of the 
Family, his Wife and five Children; a fmall 
Qxurn, a, wooden Candleftick, a broken 
Stick for a Pair of Tongs. In the publick 
Towns, one third of the Inhabitants walk- 
ing the Street bare Foot; Windows half 
built up with Stone, to fave the Expence of 
Glafs, the broken Panes up and down (up- 
plied by brown Paper, few being ^ble to 
zSovd white ; in fome Places they were flop- 
ped with Straw or Hay, Another Mark of 
our Riches, arc the Signs at the feveral Jnns 
upon the Road, viz. In fome, a Staff ftuck 
in the Thatch, with a Turf at the End of 
it; a Staff in a Dunghil widi a white Rag 
wrapped about the Head; a Pole, where 
f^cy can afford it, with a Beefom at the Top; 
an Oatmeal Cake on a Board in a Window; 
And, at the principal Inns of the Road, I 
have obfervcd the Signs taken dov/n and laid 
againft the Wall near die Poor, being taken 
feom their Poft to prevent the fliaking of the 
Houfc down by the Wind* In (hort, I faw 
E4 not 
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not one finglc Houfc, in the beftTown I 
.trayellcd through, which had not mani- 
feft Appearances of Beggary ^md Want. I 
cwiild give many more Inftgnos of our 
Wealth, bud hope thefe wUl fuffice for the 
End! propofe. 

It may be objeded, What:Ufe it i& of 
tpdifpky the Poverty of the Nation, in the 
Manner 1 have done. In Anfwcr, I dcfire 
to know for what Ends, and by what Per- 
sons, this new Opinion of our flourifliing 
State has of late been fo induftrioufly advan- 
ced: One Thing is certain, that the Advan- 
cers have either already found their own Ac- 
count,' or have been heartily promifed, or at 
leaft have been entertained with Hopes, by 
feeing (iich an Opinion pleafing to thofe who 
have it in their Power to reward/ 
* I T is no doubt a very generous Principle 
in any Peribn to rejoice in the FcKdtics of a 
Nation, where themfelves are Strangers or 
Sojourners : But if it be found that the &rhe 
Perfons on all other Occafions expreft a Ha- 
tred and Contempt of the Nation and Peo- 
ple in General, and hold it for aMaxinv---*

COkv$odv,s 2x1 Oxford Smdctity and 
a Farmer's Son, was never abfent from 
Prayers or Lefture, nor once out of his Col^

fes, Dozing^ clipping Papers, or darning his 
Stockings, which laft he performed to Admi* 
ration. He could be foberly drunk at ?he 
Expjaaceof others, with College A^ and at 

jthofc 
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ck^ Seafons wasalwj^ moftDe^ouc. He 
vwc the fiime Gowfi five Years, withouc 
4fagling or tearing. He never once look'd 
kico a Piay4x>ok or a Poem. He read Fir^il 
and Ramus in the fame Cadence, buc with a 
vety (U6&renc Tafte. He never underftood a 
Jeft, or had the leaft Conception of Wit. 

For one Saying he ftands in Renown to 
this Day. Being with fome other Student; 
over a Pot of Ale, one of the Company (aid 
fo many pleafent Things, that the reft were 
much diverted^ only Ci^ri^^i^i was filent and 
unmoved. When they parted, he called 
this merry Companion afidc, and (aid, Sir^ 
I perceive by your often /peaking^ and our 
Friends laugbingy that you /poke many Jejsy 
and you could not but obferve my Silence. Buf^ 
Sir, this is my Humour y I never make a jfeji 
myfelfy nor ever laugh at another Maris. 

CoRUSpDES thus endowed got into 
Holy Orders, having by the moft extreme 
Parfimony faved thirty four Pounds out of 
a very beggarly Feilowfliip, went up to Lon- 
doffy where his Sifter was waiting Woman 
to a Lady, and (b good a Sollicitor, tliat i^ 

her 
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her Means be was admitted to read Prayers 
in the Family twice a Day, at fourteen Shil- 
lings a Month. He had now acquired a low, 
obfequious, awkward Bow, and a Talent of 
grofe Flattery, both in and out of Scafon ; he 
would (hake the Butler by the Hand; he 
taught the Page his Catechifmy and was 
Ibmetimes admitted to dine at the Steward s 
Table, In fliort, he got the good Word of 
the whole Family, and was recommended 
by my Lady for Chaplain to fome other No- 
ble Houfe, by which his Revenue (befide 
Vales) amounted to d)Out thirty Pounds a 
Year. His Sifter procured him a Scarf from 
my Lord (who had a (mail Defign of Gal- 
lantry upon her 5) and by his Lordihip's Sol- 
licitation he got a Ledurefliip in Town df 
fixty Pounds a Year; where he preached con- 
ftaiitly in Perfon, in a grave Manner, with an 
audible Voice, a Style Ecclefiaftick, and the 
Matter (fuch as it was) well fiiited to the 
Intdleftuals of his Hearers.

He had a feleft Number of Poor, con- 
ftantly attending at the Street Door of his 
Lodgings, for whom he was a common Sol- 
licitor to his former Patronefi, dropping iii 
his own Half-Crown among the Colleftions, 
and taking it out when he difpofed of the 
Money. At a Perfon of Quality's Houfe^ 
he would never fit down till he Avas thrice 
bid, and then upon the Corner of the nioft 
diftant Chair. His whole Demeanor was 
formal and ftarched, which adhered (b clpfej 
that he could never (hake it off in his high* 
eft Promotion. 

His Lord was now in high Employment

abjcd Affi^uity, and his lifter being gone off 
with Child to a private Lodging, ]m]^ tprd 
cpnrinued his Graces to C or u/bJeSy got Him 
to be a Chaplain in Ordinary, and in 4^1^ 
Tinic a Pardh in Town, and a Dignity in^ 
the Church. ^ ; 

He paid his Curates punftually, at the 
Ipweft Sallery, and partly out of the Com- 
munidn-M!oney ; but gave them good Advitc 
in Abundance. He married a Citizen's Wi- 
dow, who taught him to put out fmall Sums 
at taiper Centy and brought him acquaint- 
ed with Jobbers in 'Cbange-^lley. By her 
Dexterity, he fold the Clarkfliip of his Pa- 
rifh, when it became vacant. 

He kept a miferablc Houfe, but the 
Blame was l^d. wholly upon Madam ; for the 
good Doftor was always at his Books^ or vi- 
fiting the Sick, or doing other Offices of 
Charity and Piety in his Parifli. 

He treated all his Inferiors of the Clergy, 
with a moft (an£lifyed Pride; was rigoroufly^ 
and univerfally cenforious upon all his Bre- 
thren of the Gown, on their firft Appear-, 
ance in the World, or while they continued 

meanly 
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meanly preferred; but gave large Allowance 
to the Laiety of high Rank, or great Riches, 
ufing neither Eyes nor Ears for their Faults: 
He was never fenfiblc of the leaft Corrupti- 
on in C(9«r^j, Parliaments otMiniftrieSy but 
madfe the moft favourable Conftruftions of 
all publick Proceedings ; and Power, in what- 
ever Hands or whatever Party, was always 
fecure of his moft charitable Opinion. He 
had many wholefome Maxirns ready to ex- 
cufe all Mifcarriages of State; Men are but 
Men; Erunt vitia donee homines \ zad^od 
fupra noSy nihil ad nos 5 with feveral others of 
eqaal Weight. 

It would lengthen my Paper beyond 
Mcafure to trace out the whole Syftem of 
his Conduftj his dreadful Apprchenfions of

FRoM frequently reflc6bng upon the 
Courfeand Method of cducatipg Youth 
in this and a neighbouring Kingdom, with 
the general Succefs and Confequencc there-; 
of, I am come to this Determination, That 
Education is always the worfe in Proporti- 
on to the Wealth and Grandeur of the Pa- 
rents; nor do I doubt in the leaft, that if 
the whole World were now under the Do- 
minion of one Monarch (provided I .might 
be allowed to chufe where he fliould fix the 
Seat of his Empire) the only Son and Heir 
of that Monarch, would be the worft edu- 
cated Mortal, that ever was born fincc the 
Creation; and I doubt, the (ame Proportion . 
will hold through all Degrees and Title^ 
frotn an Emperor downwards, to the com- 
mon Gentry. I do not fay, that this hath 
been always the Cafe; for in better Timc5^ 
it was direiftly otherwife, and a Scholar may 
fill half Tiis Greek and Roman Shelves with 
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Authors of the nobleft Birth, as well as high- 
eft Virtue : Nor, do I tax all Nations at pre- 
fent with this Defed, for I know there are 
fomc to be excepted, and panidularly Scot-^ 
landy under all the^Difadvantagcs of itsCli* 
mate and Soil^ if that Happinefs be ndt ra-^ 
thcr owing even to thofe very Difadvantages. 
What is then to be done, if this Refleftion 
muft fix on two Countries, which will be 
moft ready to take Offence, and which o£ 
all others it will be leaft prudent or fafe to 
offciid? 

But there is one Circumftahce yet more 
dangerous and lamentable: For if, accord- 
ing to the Pojiulatum already laid down, the 
higher Quality any Youth is ofj he is in 
greater Likelyhood to be worfe educated} it 
behoves me to dread, and keep far from the 
Verge of Scandalum Magnatum. 

RETRActiNG therefore that hazardous 
Toftulatum^ I (hall venture no further at prc-

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nc(s enough, I muft for the future be 
lilcnt. 

In the mean time, let me ask only two 
Qucftions, which relate to a neighbouring 
Kingdom, from whence the Chief among 
us arc defcended, and whole Manners we 
iiioft aftcd to follow. I ask firft, how it 
comes about, that for above fixty Years paft, 
the cliief Conduft of Affairs in that King- 
dom hath been generally placed in the Hands 
of New-men^ with very few Exceptions. The 
Nobleft Blood of England having been flied 
in the grand Rebellion, many great Families 
became extind, or fupported only by Minors. 
When the King was reftored, very few of 
thofe Lords remained, who began, or at lead 
had improved their Education, under the 
happy Reign oiYiAngJames^otl^gCbarles 
I- of which Lords the two principal were 
the Marquis of Ormond^ and the Earl of 
Southampton. The Minors have, or had, du- 
ring the Rebellion and Ufurpation, either 
received too much Tinfture of bad Princi- 
ples from thofe fanatick Times , or coming 
to Age at the Reftoration, fell into the Vices 
of that diflbliite' Reign. I 
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I DAT E from this i€m, the corrupt Me 
thod of Education among us, and the Con- 
fequcnce thereof, in thcNeccffity the Cr6wn 
lay under of introducing New-men into the 
chief Condua of publkk Affairs, or to the 
Office of what we now call Prime Minifters, 
Men of Art, Knowledge, Application and 
Infinuation, merely for Want of a Supply a- 
mong the Nobility. They were generally 
(though not always) of good Birth, fome- 
times younger Brothers, at other Times fuch, 
who although inheriting good Eftates, yet 
happened to be well educated, and provided 
with Learnings fuch under that King, were 
Hyde^ Bridgmarty Clifford^ Coonuley^ Osborn^ 
Godolpbin^ AJhley-Cooper : Few or none un- 
der the fhort Reign of King James II. Un- 
der King William \ SommerSy Montague ^ 
CburcMly Vernor^ Harry Boyle ^ and many o- 
thers: Under the Queen; Harley^St.John, 
Harcourty I'revers^ who indeed were Per- 
fons of the beft private Families, but unad- 
orned with Titles. So in the laft: Reign, 
Mr. Robert JValpole, was underftood for ma- 
ny Years to be Prime Miniftcr, in which

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Motion to, ihe Spirits, beycmd what cin be 
cxpefted fiora the gro6, robuft Ifluc ofraean-- 
cr Mortals.. Add to this^ the peculiar Ad* 
vantages, which all yoimg Noblemen pol?-* 
{dsy by the Privileges of their Birth. Sach 
as a free Acpefe to Courts, and a univerfal 
Deference paid to their. Perfons. 

But as my Lord Bacm durgeth it for a 
Fault on Prince?, that they are impatient to 
compafs Ends without giving thcmfelyes the 
Trouble of iconfuking or executing the Means: 
Sq perhaps it may be the Difpofition of 
young Nobles, either from the Indulgence 
of Parents, Tutors and Governors, or their 
own Inadivity, that they exped the Accom- 
plifhments of a good Education, without the 
leaft Expence of Time or Study, to acquire 
them.

The current Opinion prevails, 
that the Study of Gre^k and I^tsn is lo(s of 
G3 Time; 
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Time; that pubiick Sdioob by mingling the 
Sons of Noblemen with thofe of the Vulgar*, 
engage the former in bad Company; that 
Whipping breaks the Spirits of Lads weH 
born; that Univcrfitics make young Men Pc 
dants; that to dance, fence, fpeak Freneby^^d 
know how to behave your felf among great 
Perfons of both Sexes, comprehends the 
whole Duty of a Gentleman. 

I CANNOT but think this wife Syftem of 
Education, hath been much cultivated a- 
mong us by thofe Worthies of the Army, 
^o during the laft War returning fix)m F/tf «- 
ders at the Clofe of each Campaign, became 
the Dictators of Behaviour, Dre6 and Pditc- 
neft to all thofe Youngfters, who frequent 
Chocolate-CofFee-Giming-Houfes, Drawing- 
Rooms, Opera's, Levees and Aflemblics; 
where a Colonel by his Pay, Perquifites and 
Plunder, was qualified to outfliine many 
Peers of the Redm; and by thelnflueikc of 
an exotick Habit and Demeanor, added to 
other foreign Accompliflimcnts, gave the 
Law to the whole Town, and were copyed 
as the Staiidgrd-Pattcrns of whatever was 
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irefined in Drefi, Equipage, Converfation, or 
Divcrfions. 

I REMEMBER in thofe Times, an admired 
Original of that Vocation, fitting in a Coffee- 
hoafe near two Gentlemen, whereof one was 
of the Clergy^ who were engaged in fome 
Pifcourfe that favoured of Learning; this 
Officer thought fit to interpofe, and prc^ef^ 
fing to deliver the Sentiments of his Frater- 
nity, as well as his own (and propably did 
fo of too many among them) turning to. the 
Clergyman, fpoke in the following Manner, 
D— ;? me^ Di^or^ fay what you willy the 
Army is the only School for Gentlemen. Do 
you think my Lord Marlborough beat the 
French, with Greek and Latin. D — n me^ 
a Scholar when he comes into good Company, 
what is he but an Jfsf D-^-n me, I would 
be glad by G-d tojee any of your Scholars 
with his Nouns, and his Verbs, and his Phi- 
lofophy, and T'rigonometry, what a Figure 
he would make at a Siege or Blockade, or 

pencountring D — nme, ^c. After 

which he proceeded with a Volley of Mili- 
tary Terms, lefs fignificant, founding worfe, 
: ' G4 and 
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aii<l harder to be underflood chan any tbac 
vunrerc ever coyned by the Commentators ujv 
on Ariflotle. I would not here be diought 
CO charge the Soldiciy with Ignorance and 
Contempt of Learning, without allowingi 
Exceptions, of which I have known many, 
and fomeeven in this Kingdom; but howe- 
ver, the worfe Example, efpccialiy in a great 
Majority, will certainly prevail. 

I H Av E heard, that the late Earl of Ox- 
ford in the Time of his Miniftry, never pafi'd 
by Whitens Chocolate-Houfe (the common 
Rendezvous of infamous Sharpers, and no- 
ble Cullies) without beftowing a Curfeupon 
that fiimous Academy, as the Bane of half 
the Englijh Nobility. I have likewife been 
told another Paflagc concerning that great 
Miniflcr, which, becaufe it gives a humorous 
Idea of one principal Ingredient in modern 
Education, take as followetb. Lf-Sac^ the 
f. imous Fr^w^ Dancing-mafter, in great Ad- 
miration, asked a Friend, whether it were 
true, that Mr. Harky was made an Earl and 
Lord-Treafurer? And finding it confirmed, 
^di Well^ I vfmdtr what the Devil (i^ 
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two TmrSy and be noas the greaiejl Dumce 
that ever I taught. 

An o t h e k Hindrance to good Educa- 
tion, and I think the greaceft of any, is that 
pernicioiis Cuftom in rich and noble Fami« 
lies, of entertaining French Tutors in fsheic 
Houfes, Thcfe wretched Pedagogues tic 
enjoyncd by the Father, to take fpecialrGirc 
that the Uoy Ihall be pcrfba in \m.Frenchi 
by the Mother, that Majier muft not walk 
nlL he is hot, nor be (iiffered to play^ widi 
other l^ys, nor be wet in his Feet, nort^b 
his Cloaths> ^d to fee that Dancing-tnaAer 
attends conftantly, and does his Duty; flie 
fiuth^ infiils, that the Child be not kept 
jcoo long poring on his Book, becauie he 
is fubjeft to fore Eyes, and of a weakly Con- 
ftitution. 

By the(eMethods, the young Gentleman is 
iqevery Article as fiilly accomplifhed at eight 
Years old as at eight and twenty, Age add- 
ii^only to the Growth of his Perfon and his 
Vice *, (o that if you (houldlook at him in his 
Boy<<^hQod thro' the ma^iifyuig End of a Per^ 

(po3ive, 
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rpcdivc, and io his Manhood thcough the 
qcher, it would be irapoflible to fpy any DifL 
feraice; the (ameAirs, the ^imeStnttt, the 
feoe Cock of his Hat, and Ppfture of his 
Sword (a& fac as the Change of Fashions 
will allow) dbc fame Undcrftandmg, the 
feme Coropafs of Knowledge, with the ve- 
ry fame Abfiirdity, Impudence and Impertir 
nence of Tongue. 

H E is taught from the Nurfery, that he 
muft inherit a great Eftate, and hath no need 
to mind his Book, which is a Leflbn he ne-r 
ycr forgets to the End pf his Life. His 
chief Solace is to fteal down, and play at 
Span-Farthing with the Page^ ch: young 
Black-a-moor, or little fevourite Foot-Boy,, 
pne of which is his principal Confident and 
Bofom-Friend. 

Th E R E is one young Lord in this Town, 
who, by an unexampled Piece of good For^ 
tune, was miraculoufly (hatched out of the 
Gulph of Ignorance, confined to a puWick 
School for a due Term of Years, wdl whip- 
ped when he deferved it, clad no better than 
his Comrades,, and always their Play-fellow 

\ on 
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on the fame Poor, had no Precedence in the 
School, but what was given him by his Merit, 
and loft it whenever he was negligent. It is 
wdl known how many Mutinies were bred 
at this unprcfidented Treatment, what Com- 
j^nts among his Relations^ and other Great 
ones of both Sexts j that his Stockings with 
Silver Clocks were raviflied from him ; that 
he wore his owii Hair ; that his Drefs was 
undiftinguiflied ; that he was not fit to ap- 
pear at a Ball or Aflcmbly, nor fuffered to 
go to either: Arid it was with the utmoft 
Difficulty, that he became qualified for his 
prefenp JRettioval, where he may probably be 
farther perfecutc;d, and poflibly with Succeft, 
if thp Firmnefe of a very worthy Governor, 
and his own good Difpofitions will not pre- 
serve him. I confefs, I cannot but wifli he 
xmy go on in the Way he began, becaufe I 
have a Curiofity to know by Co fingular an 
Experiment, whether Truth, Honour, Ju- 
ftice. Temperance, Courage and good Senfe 
acquired by a Scbool and College Education, 
may not produce a very tolerable Lad, al- 
though he ihould happen to feil in one or 

two 
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two of thofe Accomplifliiment;s, which in 
the general Vogue are held fo important to 
the finifliing of a Gentleman. 

It is true, I have known an Apadetmcal 
Education to have been exploded in publick 
Aflemblies ; and have heard more than one 
or two Perfons of high Rank declare, they 
could learn nothing more at Oxford and 
Cambridge^ than to drink Ale and finoke 
Tobacco; wherein I firmly believed them> 
and could have added fotne hundred Exam^ 
pies from my ovvn Obfervation in one of 
thofe Univerfities \ but they all were of young 
Heirs fent thither, only for Form-, either 
from Schools, where they were not (ufFer^ 
ed by their careful Parents to ftay above 
three Months in the Year; or from under 
the Management of French Family-Tutors, 
who yet often attended them to their CpA 
lege^ to prevent all Poflibility of their Im*. 
provement: But, I never yet knew any one 
Peribn of Quality, who followed his Studies 
at the Univerfity, and carryed away his juft 
Proportion of Learning, that was not ready . 
upon all Occafions ..to celebrate apd defend 

that 
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thac Coiirfe of Education, and to prove a 
Patron bf learned Men. 

Th e re is one Circumftance in a learn* 
cd Education, which ought to have much 
Weight, even with thofe who have no Learn- 
ing at all. The Books read at Schools and 
Colleges^ are full of Incitements to Virtue, 
and Difcouragements from Vice, drawn 
from the wifeft Reafons, the ftrongeft Mo- 
tives, and the moft influencing Examples, 
Thus, young Minds are filled early with an 
Inclination to Good, and an Abhorrence of 
Evil, both which encreafe in them, accord* 
ing to the Advances they make in Litera- 
ture; and, although they may be, and coo 
often are, drawn by the Temptations of 
Youth , and the Opportunities of a large 
Fortune, into (bme Irregularities, when they 
come forward into the great World, it is 
ever with Reludance and CompunOion of 
Mind, becaufe their Byafi to Virtue ftill con- 
tinues. They may ftray fometimes out of 
Infirmity or Complyance, but they will foon 
return to the right Road, and keep it always 
in vieW. I fpcak only of thpfc Excefles, 

which 
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which arc too much the Attendants of 
Youth and warmer Blood j for, ais to the 
Points of Hctfiour, Truth, Juftice, and other 
noble Gifts of the Mind, wherein the Tem- 
perature of the Body hath no Concern, they 
are (eldom or never known to be mild. 

I H Av E engaged my felf vef y unwarily 
m too copious a Subjed for fo (hort a Paper. 
The prefent Scope I would aim at is to prove, 
that ibme Proportion of human Knowledge 
appears requifite to thofe, who, who by their 
Birth or Fortune, are called to the making of 
Laws, and in a fubordinate Way to the Exe- 
cution of them; and that fuch Knowledge 
is not to be obtained without a Miracle un- 
der the frequent, corrupt and fottifh Me- 
thods, of educating thofe, who are born to 
Wealth or Titles. For, I would have it re- 
membred, that I do by no Means confine 
thefe Remarks to young Perfons of Noble 
Birth; the fame Errors running through all 
Families, where there is Wealth enough to 
afford, that their Sons (at lead the Eldeft) 
may be good for nothing. Why ftiould my 
Son be a Scholar, when it is not intended 

that 
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that hefliould live by his Learning? By this 
Rule, if what is commonly faid be true, 
that Money anfwereth all Things, why fliould 
my Son be honcft, temperate, juft or cha- 
ritable, fince he hath no Intention to de- 
pend upon any of thefe Qualities £x a Main- 
tenance? 

When all is done , perhaps upon 
the Whole, the Matter is not fo bad as I 
would make it; and God, who worketh 
good out of Evil, afting only by,the Mdina- 
ry Caufe and Rule of Nature, permits this 
continual Circulation of human Things for 
his own unfearchable Ends. The Father 
grows rich by Avarice, Injuftice, Oppreflion ; 
he is a Tyrant in the Neighbourhood over 
Slaves and Beggars, whom he calls his Te- 
nants. Why (hould he defire to have Qiu- 
lities infufed into his Son, which himfelf ne- 
ver poflefled, or knew, or found the Want 
of in the Acquifition of his Wealth ? The 
Son bred in Sloth and Idlenefs, becomes a 
Spendthrift, a Cully, a Profligate, and goes 
out of the World a Beggar, as his Father 
came in: Thus the former is puniflied for 

his 
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for his own Sins, as well as for thofe of the 
latter. The Dunghil having raifcd a huge 
Mufliroom of fliort Duration, is now fpread 
to enrich other Mens Lands* It is indeed 
of worfe Confequence, where nobld Fami- 
lies are gone to Decay; becaufe their Titles 
and Privileges outlive their Eftates: And^, 
Politicians tell us> that nothing is more dan- 
gerous to the Publick, than a numerous No- 
bility without Merit or Fortune. But even 
here, God hath likewife prefcribed fome Re- 
medy in the Order of Nature, fo many great 
Families coming to an End by the Sloth, 
Luxury, and abandoned Lufts, which ener- 
vated their Breed through every Succeflion, 
producing gradually a more effeminate Race, 
wholly unfit for Propagation.

Prefece to the Whole; and it muft not be 
forgot, that the Englijh want fuch a Col- 
lc£tidn, more than moft other Chriflian I\|ji-

All the Objedions which I have heard, 
will be anfwered by what follows ; whereby 
thofe Perfbns, particularly, will find them- 
(elves miftaken, who imagine that the J»!r- 
merifity of the Work ought both, to terrific 
them from encouraging, and mie from un- 
dertaking it.

The Delightful Story-teller is one, who 
fpeaks not a Word too much, or too little^ 
who can, in a very carele(s Manner^ give a 
great deal of Pleafure to others, and deferves 
rather to divert, than be applauded ; who 
ffiews good Underftanding, and a delicate 
Turn of Wit in every Thing which comes 
from him; who can entertain his Company 
better mth the Hiflx)ry of a Child and its 
Hobby-horfe^ than one of the Sopor ificks can 
with an Account of Alexander and Buce- 
phalus. Such a Perfon is not unlike a bad 
Reader who makes the moft ingenious Piece 
his own, that is, dull and dcteftable by only 
coming through his Mouth. But to return 
to the delightful Story-teller^ I cannot de- 
fcribe him by any Words fo well as his own, 
and therefore take the following Story to 
fliew him in the moft agreeable Light.

The Males were 
formed of a Mixture Blue Redy as being of 
die toughcft Confiftencc, fitter for Crea- 
tures deftined to Hardfliips, Labour, and 
difficult Enterprizes; t^e Females vrcrcmoU 
ded out of the moft refined Stuff, much of 
the like Subftance with China-warey tranf- 
parent and brittle •, defigning them rather 
for Shew and Beauty, than to be of any re- 
al Ufe in Life, farther than that of Genera- 
tion. By the Tranfparency he intended the 
Men might fee fo plainly through them, 

L that 
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that tijcy (hoaild not be capable of Hypocri^ 
fy^Falfhood or Intrigue^ and by their Brit- 
tlenefi^ he taught them, they were to be 
bandied with a Tendernds fuitablc' to their 
Ddicacy of Conftitiition.

The Statuci are 
now upon their Legs. Life the chief liigtc- 
dient is wanting, Prometheus takes i Ferula 
in his Hand (a Reed of the Ifland Cbios ha- 
ving an Oil-Pith) fteals up the Back-ftairs to 
ApoWs Lodgings, lights it clandeftinely at 
the Chariot of the Sutiy fo down he creeps 
upon his Tip-toes to his Ware-houfe, atid 
in a very few Minutei^ by an Application of' 
the Flame to the Noftrils of his Clay Itnagei^ 
fets them all a ftalking and ftaring through 
one another, but intirely infenfible of what 
they were doing.

Courteous READER, mark well what 
follows. 

I Am afliired, that it hath for (bme Time 
been prafhfed, as a Method of making 
Mens Court when they are alked about the 
Rate of Lands, the Abilities of Tenants, the 
State of Trade and Manu£i£hire in this 
Kingdom, and how thdr Rents are paycdj 
to anfvs^r, that in their Neighbourhood all 
Things are in a flourifliing Condition^ the 
Rent and Purchafe of Land every Day cn- 
cceafing. And if a Gentleman happens to 
be a little more (incere in his Reprefenta*

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dons, befides being looked on as not well 
affcded, he is fure to have a dozen Contra- 
di&ors at his Elbow. I think it is no man** 
ner of Secret why thefe Queftions are Co 
cordially asked and (b obligingly anfwered. 

But fincc with regard to the Affairs of 
this Kingdom, I have been ufing all Endea* 
vouts to fiibdue my Indignation, to which 
indeed I am not provoked by any peribnal 
Intereft, being not the Owner of one Spot 
of Ground in the whole I/Iand^ I (hall only 
enumerate by Rules generally known, and 
never contradifted, what are the true Caufes 
of any Countries flourifliing and growing 
Rich, and then examine what Effe&s arife 
from diofc Caufes, in the Kingdom of Ireland. 

The firft Caufe of a Kingdom's thriving^ 
is the Fruitfulnefi of the Soil, to produce 
the Neceflaries and Convenicncics of Lif^ 
not only fuflident for the Inhabitants, but 
for Exportation into other Countries. 

The Sec(»ul is the Indoftry of the Peo^ 
plc^ in working up all their native Conuno^ 
cUcies, to the laft Degree of Manufiidure. 

M Ths 
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The Third is the Convenicncy of (kfc 
Ports and Havens, to carry out their own 
Goods as much naanufa£hired, and bring in 
thofe of others as little manufiidured, as the 
Nature of mutual Commerce will allow. 

The Fourth is, that the Natives (hould, 
^ much as poflible Export and Import their 
Goods in Veflels of their own Timber^ made 
in their own Countrey. 

The Fifth is the Liberty of a free Trade 
in all foreign Countries, which will permit 
them, except to thofe who are in War with 
their own Prince, or State. 

The Sixth is, by being governed only by 
Laws made with their own Confent^ for o- 
therwife they are not a free People. And 
therefore all Appeals for Juftice or Appli- 
cations for Favour or Preferment to another 
Countrey, are fo maijy grievous Impovcrilh- 
ments. 

The Seventh is by Improvement of Land, 
Encouragement of Agriculture, and thereby 
cncteafmg the Numbo: of dieir People, with* 
out which, any Country, however blcflfed 
by Nature, mdl continue Poor. 

3 The 
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THEEighth,is theRefidence of the Princes, 
or Chief Adminiftrators of the Civil Power. 

The Ninth is the Concourfe of Foreigners 
for Education, Curiofityor PIcafure, or as to 
a general Mart of Trade. 

The Tenth, is by difpofing all Offices of 
Honour, Profit orTruft, only to the Natives, 
or at leaft with very few Exceptions, where 
Strangers have long inhabited the Country, 
and are (uppofed to underftand, and regard 
the hitereft of it, as their own. 

The Eleventh is, when the Rents of Lands 
and Profits of Employments are fpent in the 
Country, which produced them, and not in 
another, the former of which will certainly 
happen, where the Love of our native 
Country prevails. 

The Twelfth is by thepublick Revenues, 
being all fpent and employed at Home, ex- 
cept on the Occafions of a Foreign War. 

The Thirteenth is, where the People are 
not obliged, unlefi they find it for their own 
Intereft or Convcniency, to receive any Mo- 
nies, except of their ownCoynage, by apub-

lick Mint, after the Manner of all civilized 
Nations. ; .\ , . 

The Fourteenth is a Difpofition of a 
People of a Country, to wear their own Ma- 
nuf^M^ures, and import as few Incitements 
to Luxury, either in Cloaths, Furniture, 
Food, or Drink, as they pofllbly qan live con- 
veniently without. 

T » E R E arp many other Caufes of a Na- 
tion's thriving, which I cannot at prdent 
recoiled, but without Advantage from at 
leaft fome of thcfe; after turning my 
Thoughts a long Time, I ani not able to 
difcover from whence our Wealth proceeds, 
and therefore would gladly be better inform- 
ed- In the mean Time, I will here CKaminc 
what Share falls to Ireland of thefe Caufes, 
or of the EfFefts and Confequences. 

It is not my Intention to complain, but 
barely to relate Fa£ls, and the Matter is not 
. of fmall Importance. For it is allowed, that 
a Man who lives in a (blitary Houfe far 
from Help, is not wife in endeavouring to 
acquire in the Neighbourhood, the Reputa- 
tion of beiiigRich, bccaufe thofe who come 
' for 
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for Gold, will go off with Pewter and Brafs, 
rather than return empty; and in the com- 
mon Praftice of the World, thofe whopof- 
fefs moft Wealth, make the Icaft Pirade, 
which they leave to others, who have no- 
thing elfe to bear them out, in (hewing their 
F^ccs on thcEx-^i&za:;/^^, 

A s to the firll Caufe of a Nation's Rich- 
es, being the Fertility of the Soil, as Bellas 
Temperature of Climate, we have no Rea- 
fon to complain; for although the Quantity 
of unprofitable Land in this Kingdom, reck- 
oning Bog, and Rock, and barren Mountain, 
be double in Proportion to what it is in Eng- 
/an J, yet the native Produftions which both 
Kingdoms deal in, are very near on Equality 
in Point of Goodnefe, and might with the 
iame Encouragement be as well manufadu- 
red, I except Mines and Minerals, in fbme 
Point of Skill and Induftry. 

In the Second, which is the Induftry of 
the Pcqple, our Misfortune is not altogether 
owing to our own Fault ,but to a MillicMi of 
Difcouragements. 

M 3 The 
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The Convcnicncy of Ports and Havens, 
which Nature beftowed on us fo liberally, is 
no more Ufe to us, than a beautiful Profpedt 
to a Man (hut up in a Dungeon. 

As to Shipping of its own, this Kingdom 
is fo utterly unprovided, that of all the excel- 
lent Timber cut down within thefe fifty or 
fixty Years, it can hardly be faid that the 
Nation hath received the Benefit of one valu-» 
able Houfe to dwell in, or one Ship to trade 
with. 

Ireland is the only Kingdom I ever 
heard or read of, either in ancient or modern 
Story, which was denied the Liberty of ex- 
porting their native Commodities and Manu<* 
fedures wherever they pleafed, except to 
Countricfs at War with their own Prince or 
State ; yet this by the Superiority of mere Pow- 
er, is refufcd us in themoft momentous Parts 
of Commerce ; befides an Aft of Navigation to 
which we never confented, pinned down up- 
on us, and rigoroufly executed, andaThou^ 
fand other unexampled Circumftancei, as 
grievous as they are invidious tq mention. 
To go on to the reft. 

It 
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I T is toa well known that we are forced 
to obey fomc Laws wc never confentcd to, 
which is a Condition I mud not call by its 
trae uncontroverted Nanie, for Fear of my 
L^C — J^^.../s Ghoft with his L i b e r- 
TAS etNatale Solum, writtenasa 
Motto on bis Coach, as i% ftood at the Door 
of the Court, while he was peguring binv- 
felf to betray both. Thus we are in the Con- 
dition of Patients, who have Phyfick fent 
them by Doftors at a Diftance, Strangers to 
their Conftitution, and the Nature of theij: 
Difeafe : And thus we are forced to pay five 
hundred per Cent, to decide our Properties^ 
in all which we have likewife the Honour 
to be diftinguiflied from the whole Race of 
Mankind. . 

As to Improvement of Land, thofe few 
who attempt that, or Planting, through 
Covetou(he(s or want of Skill, generally leave . 
Things worfe than they were, neither fuc- 
ceeding in Trees nor Hedges, and by run- 
ning into the Fancy of Grazing after the 
Maunnct o£ the Scythians^ are every Day de- 
populating the Country. 

M 3 ' We 
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We arc fo fiur from having a King to rc- 
fidc among us, thac^vcn the Viceroy is gene- 
rally ab(cnt four Fifths of his Time in the 
Government. 

No Srrangers from other Countries make 
this a part of their Travels, where they can 
CKpcSt to fee nothing but Scenes of Mifery 
mi Ddblation. 

T H o s ji who have the Misfortune to be 
bom here, have the leaft Title to any confi- 
dcrable Employment, to which they arc fel- 
dom preferred, but upon a political Confi- 
deration. 

One third Part of the Rents of Ireland 
is fpcnt in England^ which, with the Profit 
of Employments, Penfions, Appeals, Journeys 
of Pleafure, or Health, Education at the Inm 
of Courts, and both Univerfities, Remittan- 
ces at Pleafure, the Pay of all fupcrior Offi- 
cers in the Army, and other Incidents, will 
amount to a fiiU half of the Income of the 
whole Kingdom, all clear Profit to England. 

We are denied the Liberty of coining; 
Gold, Silver, or even Copper. In the Ifle of 
J^n they coin their own Silver, every petty 
Prince, Vaflal to the Emperor^ can coin what 

Money 
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Money lie pleafech. And in this, as in moft 
of the Articles already mentioned, wc arc an 
- Exception to all other States or Monarchies 
that were ever known in the World. 

As to the laft, or Fourteenth Article, wc 
take (pecial Care to aft diametrically contrary 
to it in the whole Courfe of our Lives. Both 
Scxcs^ but efpecially the Women, dcfpife and 
abhor to wear any of their own Manufa£hjrcs, 
even thofe which are better made than in 
other Countries, particularly a Sort of Silk- 
Plad, through which the Workmen are for- 
ced to run a Sort of Gold-threaci that it may 
• pafi for Indian. Even Ale and Potatoes 
in great Qiiantity are imported from England 
as well as Com, and our foreign Trade is lit- 
tle more than Importation of French Wine, 
for which I am told we pay ready Money. 
Now if all this be true, upon which Icould 
eafily enlarge, Iwould be glad to know by what 
fecret Method it is, that we grow a rich and 
flouriftiing People, without Liberty, Trade, 
Manufeftures, Inhabitants, Money, or the Pri- 
vilege of Coining, without Induftry, Labour or 
Improvement of Lands, and with more than 

half 
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half of the Rent and Profits of the whole 
Kingdom^ annually cxftortcd, for which wc 
receive not a (ingle Farthin; and to mikc 
up all this , nothing worth mentioning, ex- 
cept the Linnen of the Nartb^ a Trade ca- 
fual, corrupted, and at Mercy, and fomc 
Butter from Cork. If wc do flourifli, it muft 
be againft every Law of Nature and Reafon, 
like the Thorn at Glajfenbury^ that Uoflbms 
in the Midft of Winter. 

L E T the worthy C — ri who come from 
England^ ride round the Kingdom, and oh* 
ferve the Face of Nature, or tne Faces of the 
Natives ; the Improvement of the Land ; the 
thriving, numerous Plantations; the noUe 
Woods; the Abundance and Vicinity of 
Counay-Seats; the commodious Farmers-*- 
Houfes and Barns ; the Towns and Villages, 
where every Body is bufy and thriving with 
all Kind of Manu&^ures ; the Shops full of 
Goods wrought to Perfeftion, and filled 
with Cuftomers; the comfortable Dyet; and 
Prefe, and Dwellings of the People ; the vaft 
Numbers of Ships in our Harbours and 
Docks, and Ship-v^ghts in o^i Seaport- 

Tovvnsj 
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Towns; the Roads crowded with Carriers 
laden wkh richManufafturesj the perpetual 
CcMicourfe to and fro of pompous Equipages. 

With what Envy and Admiration would 
thcfe Gentlemen return from fo delightful a 
Progrefi i What glorious Reports would they 
make when they went back to England? 

But my Heart is too heavy to continue 
this Irony longer, for it is manifeft, that 
whatever Stranger todc fiich a Journey 
would be apt to think himfelf travelling in 
Lapland or Tflandy rather than in a Country 
fo&voured by Nature as ours, both in Fruit- 
fiilnefe of Soil, and Temperature of Climate. 
The miferable Dreft, and Dyet, and Dwel- 
ling of the People; the general Defolation 
in moft Parts of the Kingdom; the old Seats 
of the Nobility and Gentry all in Ruins, and 
no new Ones in their Stead; the Families of 
Farmers who pay great Rents, living in Filth 
and Naftinefs upon Butter-milk and Potatoes 
without a Shoe or Stocking to their Feet, or 
a Houfe fo convenient as an Englijh Hog- 
fty to receive them: Thefe indeed may be 
jcomfortabte Sights to an Englijh Spectator, 

who

who comes for a fliort Time, only to learn 
the Language^ and returns back to his own 
Country, whither he finds all our Wealth 
tranfinitted. 

Nojird miferid tnagnus es. 
There is not one Argument ufed to prove 
the Riches of Ireland^ which is not a logic^ 
Dcmonftration of its Poverty. The Rife of 
our Rents is (queezed out of the very Blood, 
and Vitals, and Cloaths, and Dwellings of the 
Tenants, who live worfe than Englijh Beg- 
gars. ThcLownefs of Intereft, in all other 
Countries a Sign of Wealth, is in us a Proof 
of Mifery, there being no Trade to employ 
any Borrower. Hence alone comes the Dear- 
nets of Land, fincc the Savers have no other 
Way to lay out their Money. Hence the Dear- 
neft of Neceflarics for Life, becaufe the Te- 
nants cannot afford tp pay fuch extravagant 
Rates for Land (which they muft ?;ajce, or 
go a Be^ng) without raifing the Price of 
Catde, and of Com, although they (hould 
live upon Chaff. Hence our Increafe of 
Buildings in this City, becaufe Workraicn 
kavc nothing to do, but employ one another, 

and 
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and one half of them arc infallibly undone. 
Hence the daily Increafe of Bankiers^ who 
may be a neceflary Evil in a trading Coun- 
try, but fo ruinous in ours, who, for their 
.private Advantage, have fentaway all our 
Silver, and one third of our Gold 5 Cbthat 
within three Years paft, the running CMi 
of the Nation, which was about FiycrHi;^!- 
dredThou(and Pounds, is now left than Two, 
and muft daily diminifli, unlets we have Li- 
berty to coin, as well as that important King- 
dom the Ifle of Many and the meaneft Prince 
in %hc German Empire^ as I before obfervcd. 
I HAVE fometimes thought that this Pa- 
. radox of the Kingdom growing Rich is chief- 
ly owing to thofe worthy Gendemen the 
Bakkibrs^ who, except fome Cuftom- 
houfe Officers, Birds of Paflage^ oppreffivc 
thrifty 'Squires, and a few others that (hall 
be namclcls, arc,> the only thriving People a- 
mong us: And I have often wiflied, that a 
Law were enafted to hang up half a Dozen 
Bankiers every Year, and thereby interpofe, 
at lead, (bme ihort Delay to the further Ru- 
in of Jr^/j^^. 

Yi 
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Ye are idlty ye are idk^ anfwertd Pba- 
roah to the Ifraelites^ when they complain- 
ed to his Majesty, that diqr were for- 
ced to make Bricks without Straw. 

England enjoys every one of thcfe Ad- 
vantages for enriching a Nation, which I 
have above enumerated, and into the Bargain^ 
a good Million returned to them every Year 
^without Labour, or Hazard, or one Farthing 
Value received on our SvAci But how long 
we (hall be able to continue the Pajrment, 
I am not under the leaft Concerts One 
Thing I know, that when the Hen isJiarH)ed 
to Deatby there will be no more Golden Eggs. 

IxHiNKita little unhofpitable, and o- 
thers may call it a fubtil Piece c^ Malice, 
that, becaufe there may be a Dozen Fami- 
lies in this Town able to entertain their 
Englijh Friends in a generous Manner at 
their Tables, their Guefts, upon their Re- 
turn to England^ fliall report that we wal- 
low in Riches and Luxury. 

Ye T I confeft, I have known an Hospi- 
tal, where all the Houfhold Officers grew 
Rich, while the Poor, for whofe Sake it 

was 
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was buUt, were almofl; ftarving for want of 
Food and Raiment. 

T o conclude : If Ireland be a rich and 
flourifliing Kingdom, its Wealth and Prof- 
perity muft be owing to certain Caufes, that 
are yet concealed from the whole Race of 
Mankind, and the Effeds are equally invifi- 
ble. We need not wonder at Strangers > 
when they deliver fuch Paradoxes j but a 
Native and Inhabitant of this Kingdom, who 
gives the (ame Verdift, muft be either igno- 
rant to Stupidity, or a Man-pleafer, at the 
Expence of all Honour, Confciencc and

ready Money enough to buy Bread Corn znd 
other N^ceflaries from all the World befide * 

As another fignal Nl^k of our Riches, 
there, is (carce a Gentleman who docs not 
educate his Sons at oujc University (nebicb^ 
as the World fees y wants not its due Encou^^ 
ment) where they live at vafl: Expences, take 
Degrees, return to their Fathers, who, with- 
out ever troubling La^ or GoJ^el^ maintain 
them afterwards at Home, like Gendemen. , 
; Do not many of our Nobility through 
Wantonneis aiul Superfluity, refide conftant-^ 
ly in another Kingdom^ where it is well 
known they nudc:e a better Figure, as to 
Hou/es^ Coaches and Equipages^ than thf it 
Neighbours ? And do not our yow^ Peers^ 
and Gentry^ who go diither to fee tbeW^rldf 
Game^ Race^ Drink, &c. beyond apy in 

Great-^ 
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Great^Britain^ of the (amc Age and Qua- 
lity? Which they could not pbilibly do, if 
their Agents here had not an undrainable 
Fund iojiipply tbem. For as the Pbilofopber 
(ays, Nemo dat quod rton habet : Or as the 
Jugler very clcgandy cxpreflcs it, Where no^ 
thing is, there nothing can come out. 

If it be true, (I know it is confidently re- 
ported) that a great Number of Englip 
Robbers are come over; ^hat likewifc is a 
very ftrong Argument of our Wealth; icx 
they would never quit the Englijh Streets and 
Roads for ours, unlets they were fore to find 
an Advantage by the Change. It is moft 
certain we never had foch a Number of 
Robbers as at this very Jundhirc; from: 
whence we may conclude, thdt they could 
not poffibly multiply thus, if they did not 
find Houfes and People endag|h to rob, for 
all Profeflions and Trades encre^ according 
to the Encouragement they meet with.

But does not this (hew 
the Wealth and Wantonnefi of the Inhabi- 
tants, who, not content with dieir prefent 
Dwellings, change them for others more 
coftly and expenfive ? 

Do not great Numbers of our Inhabitants, 
daily go off to America? Will any M^ (ay, 
this can be done with empty Pockets ? Can 
any Man think otherwife, but that it niuft 
be the Effeft of vaft Superfluity, when Peo- 
ple wantonly take* fuch long Voyages, and 
Journeys, to go where they have no Buline(s. 

The laft Argument I (hall offer for the 
Wealth of this Kingdom, is the great Num- 
ber of Beggars in which it abounds; for ic 
is a common Obfervttion, that Riches are 
the Parent of Idlencfs, Sloth, and Luxury; 
and arc not thefe naturally produdtive oif 
Want and B^gary ?

My Dear Countrymen^ 

IT has been tdbc Coftom of all wife Nati- 
ons, not only toconfer immediate Ho- 
nours upon their Bcncfadors, but likewife 
to diftinguifti their Birth-JDayi^ by Anniver- 
fery Rgoycings. This was a moft generous 
Inilitution, totranfmit thofe Heroes to Po- 
ftefky, who glorioufly fignaUzed themfclves 
in the Defence of their Country, that others 
being fpirited up by their Example, might 
endeavour to defervc t)ie fame Encourage^ 
ment. It is for this Reailbn that I recom- 
mend Smnt Andrew's Day unto you, to be 
celebrated in a moft particular Manner, bc*^ 
ing (as I am very well informed) the Drapi* 
er's Birth-Day. But before I (hall make out

His Name is Fines Morrifon. He was 
Secretary of State to the Lord JWew/^, our 
chief Governour, in the Reign cf ^een 
EUxabetby and therefote had the btfft Oppor- 
tunity of knowing the Sute of this Nation 
at that Time. He tells you that the Queen 
had received an Account of the Irijh being 
up in Arms (though to fpeak the Truth, ic 
was the Englifh rather; for the GiraldieSy 
the TWA, the Cavanagbs^ and theJ5yr»i who 
were the Ring-leaders, were all df Englijb 
Extradion.) She called a Coundl, where, af- 
ter feveral Schemes had been propofed for 
reducing the Rebels, it was at laft agreed 
upon, as the beft Expedient, to make a bafo 
Coin current among them ; for this, it was 
thought, would quickly fiibdue thdr ftubbom 
Spirits, by introdudng Poverty, the great 
Humbler of Families and Nations. 

Ac CORD iNGLY this Expedient was fet on 
Foot, and it had the intended Efied; for 

the 
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the poor Merchants, who, generally fpeaking, 
confider nothing but their own private Advan- 
tage, imported vaft Sums of this bafe Goin^ 
every hundred Pounds of which ftood them 
not in above Forty, for fo they bought it 
from the X)utcby who thruft their cbven 
Foot into all Af&irS. This being difcovcrcd, 
the Rates of Things were raifed to ten Times 
their Valu^ the Middle Rank of People were 
all ruined by it, and the Poor, through this 
whole Kingdom reduced to Famine^ info^ 
rtuch, th^ all the publick Roads wcrcftrow* 
ed with dead Carcafes of miierable Wretch- 
es, whde Mouths were green (as the Author 
cxpreflcs it) with their laft Meal of Grafi. 

He likevjdfe gives a Relation of a very 
horrible Faft; too horrible indeed to menti- 
on! That a poor Widow of Niwry, having 
fix (mall Children, attd no Food to fupport 
them, (hut up her Doors, died through De- 
fpair, and in about three or four Days after, 
her Children were found ^titig her Flefli. 
He (ays fajrther, that at the fame Time, a 
Diloovery being made of twelve Women^ 
who made a Pradice of dealing Children to 
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cat them, they were all burned by Order of 
Sir Arthur Chichejier^ then Governor of the 
North oi Ireland. He likewife tells us, that 
the poor Butchers, and other Tradefinen, 
who could not afford to part with their 
Goods, at fuch Rates as the Army would 
have them, were daily dragooned by them : 
That the poor Soldiers were alfo ruined 5 for, 
not being able to buy their Cloathing here, 
they were obliged to be fupplied from Eng-^ 
landixt double Rates. 

After many more Evils enumerated, 
the good naturedandcompaflionate^/z/i&e^r, 
who all along deplores-rfie miferablc Condi- 
tion of the poor Natives, tells us, their Cafe 
was reprefented in fuch deplorable Circum- 
ftances, that the ^een quickly recalled her 
Grant, andputaStoptothebafeG?m. And 
he concludes one Paragraph thus (as well 
as I can remember:) 

We her Majejlfs Officers, who thought to 
make our Fortunes by our Employments, lofi 
what nve bad, and we lofi our Hearts there^ 
mtb. - 

3 I Have 
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I Have now fini(hcd my melancholy 
Extrad, from whence I (hall infer, that as 
like Caufe ever have, and ever muft produce 
like Effeas, that villainous Projca oiWillL 
am Wood^ might have intirely ruined this 
Kingdom, and have converted it into one 
large poor Houfe, had not the D r ap i e r 
(whom I (hall honour while I live) prevented 
that by his Pen, which perhaps twenty 
^houfand Swords could not have done. 
Some very great Men, whofe Names I am 
loath to mention, were (b angry with the 
P RAPIER, for (aving his Country^ and 
difobliging their Friend William Woody that 
they ordered a good Sum of Money ^ as a 
Reward to any one, who (hould difcover 
which of the Town Dr ap i e r's it was 
that durft be (b impudent, and had it l^n 
found out, it is highly probable, they would 
have feized all the Good^ in his ^hop^ and 
have imprifoned and pitlored him into the 
Bargain, to make him an Example to all 
Patriots.

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DrAp I ER did ran foryour Sakes : How 
like the old Hero Camillus he flew in fud- 
dqnly to our Rcfibuc, when Wood's Hal(^ 
pence were, like the brazen Bucklers, thrown 
into the oppofite Scale by our Eqemies, to 
fill their Pockets n^ore plentifully with our 
GoldzxiA Silver: That he has done his 
beft Endeavour to (ave us from Poverty and 
Slavery, and conffecjuently has. the ftrongpft 
Title to our Gratitude- 

Let us not ad then, in a Chriftian 
Country, like the barbarous Heathens, who 
frequently, when their greateft Deliverances 
were wrought, either flighted, or baniflbed, 
or poifoned, or murthered the Benefa&prs, 
or the HeroeSy or reduced them to the Ne»« 
ceffity of dying by their own Hands. . 

So fell the great Patriots, Dem^benes^ 
CicerOy SocrafeSy Phociony T'b^miJioQles : And 
JDign oi Syracujiy who was moft inhumane^ 
ly given up to be butchered by fomc HZacyn^ 
titan RuffianSy after he had recovered the 
ungrateful Sicilians their Freedom* Wc 
ought likewife to confider, that we may pot 
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(ibly ftand in Need of a Dr ap i e r's At- 
(iftance another Time. 

A ND it muft be an uncommon Strain of 
Virtue in any Man, to ferve thofc People, 
who will not at leaft offer him their Thanks, 
or own their Obligation to him. 

What makes the Soldier^ and confe- 
crates the HerOy but Rewards and Honours f 
L E T a Prince be ever (b great a Soldier 
himfelf, if he Ms in this (ingle Point, of gi- 
ving Valour its due Encouragement, he veiil 
find his Soldiers but very flack in their Duty 
and full as loofc in their Loyalty. 

If is even (b in all other Profefllons; let 
Men pretend what they will, as to Confci* 
ence and Duty, they ate but Hypocrites^ 
when they (ay, they aft with a View to 
thefe alone. Proper Encouragements have 
ever been expefted by the bcft of Men, and 
it is veiy juft: they (houldhave their Due, as 
wellasGi^r. 

I Dare venture to engage forthcDRA- 
p I E R, that he expeds no mpre for his great ' 
Services, but that Love and Regard, that 
Refpcft and Eftecm, which every Irijhman^ 

O 4 who 
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who has any Virtue left, ought to have for 
fo great a Benefa£tot I have my feli^ one 
Way or other, five hundred FwndsaTear^ 
and I am certain I make the Compucacion 
in my own Favour, when I (ay that I owe 
him four hundred and fifty Pounds per Jin* 
num. Let others in Proportion to their For- 
tune, make Ufe of the feme Jrilbmetich 
hoW much v^rill the Nation owe hkn? 

And can any one after this, refofe a few

fmce our Houfes can never be better adorned, 
than by Illuminations, in Refpeft to thofe 
who enable us to keep them? 

I W I s H, my dear Countrymen^ I could

IAm a Country Gentleman, and a Mem- 
ber df Parliamenfy with an Eflate of 
about 1400 /. a Year, which, as a Northern 
Landlord, I receive from above two Hun- 
dred Tenants, and my Lands having been 
let near twenty Years ago, the Rents, till 
very lately, were efteemed not to be zbovc 
half Value; yet by the intolerable Scarcity 
of Silver, I lye under the greaceft Difiicul- 
ties in receiving them, as well as in paying. 

my 
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my Labourers, or buying any Thing nccef- 
Gsyhc-tayfaMyfcooift-ade/men, who are 
not able to fee foiig out of their Money. But 
the Sufferings of me, and thofe of my Rank 
are Trifles in Comparifbn, of what the mean- 
er Sort undergo; fuch as the Buyers and 
Sellers, at Fairs and Markets-, the SJI/off- 
keepers in every 7'owfi, the Farmers in gene- 
ral; all thofe who travel with F^, Poa//'^ 
Ped/ary-ware, and other Conveniencies to 
fell: But more eCpeciaily Ha/idycrafts-m^ 
who work for us by the Day, and common 
Labourers, whom I )iave already mentioned 
Both thefe Kinds of People I am forced to 
employ, till their Wages amount to a Dou- 
ble Pijiok, or a Moidore, (for we hardly have 
any Gold of lower Value left among us) to 
divide it among themfelves as they can ; and 
this is generally done at an Ak-houfe^ or 
Brandy-Jhopi where, befides the Coft of get- 
ting drunk, (which is ufually the Cafe) they 
muft pay ten Pence or a Shilling, for chang- 
ing thdr piece into Silver, to fome Huck-. 
Jlering Fellow, who follows that Irade. But 
what is infinitely worfe, thdfe poor Men for 
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want of due Pajmacnt, arc forced to take up 
their Oat-mealy and other Ncccflaries ci 
Life, at almoft double Value, and confequcnt- 
ly arc not able to difcharge half their Score, 
cfpccially under the Scarcenefs of Corny for 
two Years paft, and the melancholy Difap- 
pointmcnt of the prefeiit Crop. 

The Caufes of this, and a Thoufand o- 
ther Evils, are clear and manifefl: to you and 
all other thinking Men, though hidden from 
the Vulgar : Thefe indeed complain of hard 
Times, the Dearth of Com, the Want of 
Money, the Badnefs of Seafons ; that their 
Goods bear no Price, and the Poor cannot 
find Work; (but their weak Reafonings never 
carry them to the Hatred and Contempt, 
born us by our Neighbours and Brethren, 
without the leaft Grounds of Provocation, 
who rejoice at our Sufferings, although fome- 
times to their own Difedvantage ; of the 
dead Weight upon every beneficial Branch 
of bur Trade ; of half our Revenues fent an- 
nually to England y and many other Grie- 
vances peculiar to this unhappy Kingdom, ex- 
cept for our Sins, which keep us from en- 
joying 
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joying the coxnmon Benefits of Mankind, 9$ 
you andfomc other Lovers of their Country 
have fo often obferved, withfiich good Indi- 
natipns, andfo little EfFcft. 

It is true indeed^ that under our Circuin- 
ftances in general, this Complaint for the. 
Want of S/Vwr, may appear as ridiculous, 
as for a Man to be impatient about a Cut 
Finger^ when he is ftruck with the Plague-^ 
and yet a poor Fellow going to the Gallows^ 
may be allowed to feel the Snurt of ff^a^y 
whi|e he is upon Tyburn Road This MiC- 
fortune is too urging, and vexatious in every 
Kind of fmall Tfiffick, and fo hourly pref- 
fing upon all Perfons in the Country what- 
focver, that a hundred Inconveniencies, of 
perhaps greater Moment in themfelves, have 
been timely fubmitted to, with far left Dif- 
quietude and Murmurs. And the Cafe feems 
yet the harder, if it be true, what many 
skilful Men aflert, that nothing is more eafy 
than a Remedy j and, that the Want of ^/Z* 
^^r, in Proportion to the little Gold remain- 
ing among us, is altogether as unnneceflary, 
as it is inconvenient. A Pcrfoa of Diftinfld- 

on 
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on aflurcd me very lately, that, in difcour-^ 
fing with the Lord Lieutenant ^ before hi$ 
laft Return to England^ his Excellency faid, 
'He bad prep d the Matter ofien^ in proper 
^ime and Place^ and to proper Terjom \ and 
could not fee any t)ifficulty of the leafi Mo- 
ment ^ that could prevent us from being eafy 
upon that Article. 

Whoever carries to England twenty 
feven Englijh Shillings, and brings back one 
Moidore of full Weight, is a gainer of nine 
Pence Irijh : In a Guinea^ the Advantage is 
three Pence; and two Pence in a Pijlole^ 
The Bankers, who are generally Mafters 
of all our Gold and Silver ^ with this Advan- 
tage, have fent over as much of the latter, as 
came into their Hands. The Value of one 
Thoufend Moidores in Silver^ would thus a-* 
mount in clear Profit, to 37/. los. The 
Shopkeepers^ and other Traders^ who ga to 
London to buy Goods, followed the feme 
Pradice, by which we have been driven in- ^ 
to this infupportable Diftreft. j 

To a common Thinker, it ftiould feens, •, 
that nothing would be more eafy, than for 

the 
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the Government to redrcfi this Evil, at aijy 
Time they ihall pleafe. When the Value d£ 
Guineas W2is lowered in England frotmij, 
6d. to only 2 J 5. the Conifequences to this 
Kingdom were obvious^ and manifeft to us 
all; and a fober Man, nuy be allowed at leaft 
to wonder, though he dares not complain, 
why a new Regulation of Coin among w^^ 
was not then made; much more, why it hjith 
ne\'er been fince. It would furely require 
no very profound Skill in Algebra^ to reduce 
the Difference oinine Pence to thirty Shillings^, 
or three Pence in a Guinea to left than a Far-^ 
things and (b fmall a Fraftion could be no 
Temptation, either to Bankers to hazard 
their Siher at Sea, or Tradefinen to load 
tbcmfelves With it, in their Journeys to Eng- 
land. In my humble Opinion, it would be 
no unfeafonable Condefcenfion, if the Govern-- 
rheht would Gracioufly pleafe to fignify, to 
xk^ poor loyal Protejlant Subjedlsoi Ireland^ 
cither that this miferable Want of Silver^ is. 
not poffible to be remedy'd in any Degree, by 
the niceft SkiU in-^nVAw^//V^; orelfe, that 
it doth not (land v^th the good Pieafure of

Irt the fonner Cafe, it wouki bc^Kfedoi^ to 
ac^)ed ImpoffibiKcies; and iit the odiet^ w^e 
ihtift fiibmit: For» Lives and Fxvtiities ace 
' Always at the Mercy of theCoHQUERQR. 
• IlSie Queftion hath been ofeen put in 
'printed Papers^ by the Drapiek and others, 
c»^ perfcaps by- the (ame Writer, undcif 
different Styles, why this Kingdom (hould 
not be permitted to have a Mint of its own, 
for the Coinage of GoU^ Silver and Copper^ 
which is a Power exercifed by mzny BiJhopSy 
and every petty Prince in Germany: But 
this Queftion hath never been anfwcred, nor 
the kaft Application that I have heard o^ 
made to the Crown from hence, for the 
Grant of a Publick Mint, although it (lands 
upon Record, that feveral Cities and Corpo* 
rations here had the Liberty of Coining 5//- 
ver. I can fee no Reafons, why we alone of 
all Nations, ape thus retrained, but fuch as 
I dare not mention ; only thus £ir, I may 
venture, that Ireland is the firft Imperial 
Kingdom, fince Nimrody which ever wanted 
Power, to Coin their own Money. 

I KNOW 
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i K N o w very well, that in England it is 
iawfol for any Subjc^i to petition cither the 
Prince or the Parliament ^ provided it be done 
in a dutiful and regular Manner; but what 
is lawful for a Subjeft of Ireland^ I profefi I 
cannot determine ; nor will undertake, that 
your Printer (hall not be profecutcd, in a 
Court of Jufticey for publiQiing my Wijhes^ 
that a poor Shop-keeper might be able to 
change a Guinea^ or a MoidorCy when a Cu- 
ftomer comes for a Crown's wordi of Goods. 
I have known lefs Crimes punifhed with the 
utmoft Severity, under the Title of Difaffec-^ 
tion: And I cannot but approve the WiT- 
dom of the AntientSy who, after ji/lrea had 
fled from the Eardi, at leaft took Care to 
provide three upright Judges for Hell. Mens 
Ears, among us, are indeed grown fo nice, 
that whoever happens to think out of Faflii* 
on, in what relates to the Welfare of this 
Kingdom, dare not fo much as complain of 
the I'ooth^acby leaft our weak and bufy Dab- 
lers in Politick, (hould be ready to fwear a-i 
gainfl him for DifaffeSlion.

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There was a Method praftifalJby Sir ^«?- 
BrofeCrdwley^ the great Dealer ihJira^-wcrAf^ 
which I wonder the Gentleihicnof our Coua- 
trey, under this grciat Exigence^ havie npc 
"thought fit to imifatc. ia the feveral Towns 
and Villages where he dealt, and mihy Miles 
round, he gave Notes inftead of iWbw^, froih 
two Pence to twenty Sbillingi^. which paf- 
Ted curireht in all Shops and Markets, as well 
as in Houfes, where Meat or Drink was 
Told. I fee ho Reaifon, why the like Pra- 
ftice may not bie introduced among us, with 
(brhe Degree of Siicceft, or at leaft may not 
ferve as a poor Expedient, in this oiir hlejfei 
Age of Taper ^ which, as it difchargeth all 
our gireateft Payinents, may be equally ufefiil 
in the fmaller, and may juft keep us alive, till 
an Englijh AB ofParliameittJhaUforiidit. 
I HAVE been told, that among fome of our 
pdoreft American Colonies, upon the Con- 
tinent, the People enjoy the Liberty of cut- 
ting the little Money among them into 
Halves and Quarters, for the ConvciiieliCes 
of fmall Traffick. How happy ihoiild *ec 
be in Comparifbn of our preient Conditi- 
on, 
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tMi, if the like Privilege were granted to m 
of employing the Sheers^ for want of a 
Minty u^a out foreign GoU>, by clipping 
it into balfCrtmnSy and Shillings^ and even 
lower Deaominations ; for Beggars muft be 
content to live upon Scraps; and it would 
be our Felicity that thcfe Scraps would never 
be exported to other Countries, while any 
Thing better was left. , ^ 

If neither of thefe Prcgefts will avail, I fee 
nothing left us, but to truck and barter our 
Goods, lihc the wild Indi^ns^ with each o- 
thcr, or with our too powcrftil Neighbours j 
ooly widi this Di&dvantage on our §ide, 
that the Indians enjoy the Produd of their 
own Land, whereas the better half of ours 
is fent away without fo much as a Rccom- 
pcnce in Bugles or Glafs in return. 

It moft needs be a very comfortable Cir* 
cumftancc, in the prefent Junfhire, that 
fome thou&nd Families are gone or going, 
: or preparing to go ftom hence, and fettle 
themfelves in America. The poorer Sort, 
for want of Work, the Farmers whofe be- 
neficial Bargains are now become a Rack- 
Rent too hard to be bom. And thofe who

iniferably in their Paflage; but could never 
get one (atisfedory Anlwer.
